WHEREAS We are of opinion that it is advisable to appoint His 
Royal Highness Prince Albert Victor Christian Edward of Wales 
to be an Honorary Sub-Lieutenant in the Royal Naval Reserve ; 
~ and Whereas by the provisions of Your Majesty’s Order in Council 
of 1st March, 1864, the award of such rank is restricted to Deputy 
Superintendents of Mercantile Marine Offices who have served as 
Chief Mates, or who have attained a higher rank in the Merchant 
Service. 


We would humbly submit that Your Majesty will be pleased to 
sanction our conferring the rank of Honorary Sub-Lieutenant upon 
His Royal Highness, notwithstanding the aforesaid provisions of 
the Order in Council of Ist March, 1864: such advancement to 
date the 8th January, 1883.

HARMONIUMS IN H.M. SHIPS. 
Allowances to Persons for playing 


WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased by your Order in 
Council, dated 19th May, 1880, to sanction the payment of Five 
Pounds a year to all Naval Schoolmasters who play the Har- 
monium, and conduct the choir, during Divine Service on board 
Your Majesty’s Ships; and Whereas we are of opinion that it 
would be expedient to substitute for such portion of the said 
Order in Council as relates to Naval ponoelmasters the following 
amendment, viz. :— 


That an Allowance of Two Shillings a week, instead of Five 
Pounds a year, shall in future be paid to the Naval Schoolmaster, 
or to any properly qualified person of the Ship’s Company in the 
following classes of Ships, who may be selected by the Captain 
for this duty, viz. :— 


(a) All Effective Ships commanded by a Captain. 
(6) First Reserve Ships (Coast Guard Afloat). 


(c) The Flag and Gunnery Ships at the Home Ports, including 
the Flag Ship at Queenstown. | 


(d) The Training Ships for Boys at the Home Ports, and the 
“ Victory,” tender to the Flag Ship at Portsmouth. 


We do therefore humbly beg leave to submit that your 
Majesty may be pleased to sanction this payment.

Regulations for Pay, Pensions, &c. 


WHEREAS We have had under our consideration the best means 
for carrying on the management of the Royal Marine Girls’ and 
Infants’ Schools in accordance with the latest requirements of the 
Committee of Council on Education ; and Whereas We are of 
opinion that the regulations herewith submitted are calculated to 
carry out these objects, while adding to the efficiency of the 
School ; 


We beg to recommend that Your Majesty will be graciously 
pleased by Your Order in Council to establish the same.

REGULATIONS for PAY, PENSIONS, &c., OF TEACHERS in 
GIRLS’ and INFANTS’ SCHOOLS of the ROYAL MARINE 
FORCES. 


HEAD TEACHERS. 


The Head Teachers shall be trained teachers who have passed 
the examination for the certificate of the Education Department, 
those in charge of girls’ schools having received two years’ train- 
ing, and those in charge of infants’ schools having received one 
year’s training at least. 


Pay. 
Head Teachers of Girls’ Schools.

Onappointment - - - - 44 per annum. 
After three years’ good service - 50 per annum. 

Head Teachers of Infants’ Schools. 

£ 
On appointment - - - - AO per annum, 
After three years’ good service - 44 per annum. 


In the event of a Head Teacher being appointed from the 
charge of an infants’ school to take charge of a girls’ school, all her 
service as Head Teacher over three years shall count towards the 
highest rate of pay. 

The increase of pay to be granted on the certificate of the 
Inspector of Naval Schools. . 


Allowances. 


An annual gratuity of £5 for the instruction of all the pupil 
teachers in the school will be paid, on the certificate of the 
Inspector of Naval Schools that the results are satisfactory. 

Head Teachers, if unprovided with quarters, shall receive the 
same allowance in lieu of quarters, fuel, ani light, as are laid 
down for Non-commissioned Officers, Class I. 


Pensions, &c. 


A Head Teacher shall not have an unqualified claim to a 
pension until she shall have actually served for a period of 
21 years, inclusive of time served as Assistant Teacher. After 
such period of service, or if disabled before that period for 
further service through ill-health, or if it be considered for any 
reason desirable that she be retired, she may be allowed a pension 
as follows :— 

After 10 years’ service, 10d. per diem, with an increase of 
ld. per diem for every additional year of service, to a maximum 
of 2s. per diem, after 24 years’ service. 

A gratuity, not exceeding the amount of one month’s pay 
for each year of service, may be granted to a Head Teacher who is 
disabled for further service through ill-health, or whom it may for 
any reason be considered desirable to retire, and who has not 
completed 10 years’ service in that capacity. 

Time served as Assistant Teacher to count towards pension 
and gratuity.

ASSISTANT TEACHERS. 


Assistant Teachers are to have the qualifications required for 
such by the Education Department. Exceptions may be made in 
the case of women employed in infants’ schools, these by pre- 
ference being the wives of non-commissioned officers.

Pupil Teachers shall be treated, as regards age, length of 
service, employment, and instruction, in accordance with the New 
Code of Regulations of the Education Department.

A Pupil Teacher who has served her term satisfactorily, will 
be permitted to sit for a Queen’s Scholarship at any Training 
College for Schoolmistresses under the inspection of the Education 
Department she may select; and should she succeed, will be 
allowed £18 per annum fortwo years while under training: this 
arrangement to take effect from 1st January 1882. 


The yearly advance in pay will be contingent on a Pupil 
Teacher passing the examination of the Inspector of Naval Schools 
and a satisfactory report on her conduct. ; 

Candidates for the appointment of Pupil Teacher may be 
employed in vacancies on the authorised staff on probation in 
accordance with the Regulations of the New Code of the Education 
Department. The pay of a Probationer shall be at the rate of £4 
a year. 


SCHOOL STAFF. 


The Head Teacher to be considered sufficient for 40 children 
in average attendance. An additional teacher may be employed 
for every 25 children beyond the first 40, if there be no Assistant 
Teacher, or beyond the first 80, if an Assistant Teacher be em- 
ployed, whether she be certificated or not. The proportion of 
pupil teachers to certificated teachers to be in accordapse with the 
regulations of the New Code of the Education Department.

No augmentation of the Staff herein stated will be allowed,

BREVET AND HONORARY RANK FOR R.M. OFFICERS. 


WHEREAS We are of opinion that it is desirable to confer upon 
~ Officers of the Royal Marines advantages in respect of Brevet and 
Honorary Rank corresponding to some extent to those granted to 
Majors and Captains of the Royal Artillery and Royal Engineers 
by Your Majesty’s Warrant of the 22nd of February, 1882. 

We would humbly submit that Your Majesty will be graciously 
pleased to sanction the following arrangements, to take effect from 
the Ist July, 1881, viz.:— 

Captains to be eligible for promotion to the rank of Major 
by Brevet after 21 years’ service on full pay. 

Majors to be eligible for promotion to the rank of Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel by Brevet after 28 years’ service on full 
pay, or after the completion of 7 years’ service as 
Regimental Major, 

Paymasters and Barrack-Masters to be eligible for the 
Honorary rank of Lieutenant-Colonel after 10 years’ 
service in their appointments. 

We would represent that the Lords Commissioners of Your 
Majesty’s Treasury have signified their concurrence in 
these proposals.

DEPUTY AND OFFICIATING JUDGE ADVOCATES aad 
NAVAL COURTS-MARTIAL. 


Scale of Allowances. 


WHEREAS by Article 1349 of the Regulations for the Government 
of Your Majesty’s Naval Service, established by Your Majesty’s 
Order in Council of the 4th day of February, 1879, a scale of allow- 
ances was fixed for Deputy and for Officiating J udge Advocates of 
Naval Courts-Martial. 

And whereas we are humbly of opinion that it would be desir- 
able to establish an annual fee for the Deputy Judge Advocate of 
Your Majesty’s Fleet; to fix a limit for payment to an Officiating 
Judge Advocate who may be required to attend more than two 


Courts-Martial on the same day; and to abolish the fee for 


stationery, cost of copying minutes,.and other acts, preliminary 
and subsequent to the sitting of a Naval Court-Martial at Sheer- 


ness, Portsmouth, or Plymouth : 


‘We do therefore beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty will 
be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to approve of the 
following proposals, namely :— 

I. That an annual fee of £300 be Savi to the Deputy Judge 
Advocate of Your Majesty’s Fleet in. lieu of all fees and emolu- 
ments hitherto received by: him; in consideration of which fee 
he shall perform all the duties which may be required of him in 


connection with his office, whenever and wherever directed, and 


shall provide, in case of his illness or inability to attend, a subgti- 
tute to be approved by us, such fee to include the cost of stationery 
and copying minutes, and not to be regarded as salary, nor as 
carrying with it any claim to pension or gratuity on his ceasing to 
hold the appointment, nor as requiring any definite notice for the 
termination of the arrangement under which it is paid, a propor- 
tionate part only being paid for any period less than a year at the 
termination of the engagement. 


II. That Officiating Judge Advocates be paid as follows :— 


If the Court shall sit one day only - - £4 
If more than one day, then for each day - £3 


Provided that no officiating Judge Advocate shall be paid more 
than the sum of £10 10s. for any one day during which he 
officiates, whatever number of Courts-Martial he may attend on 
that day. 


III. That no payments be made to officiating Judge Advocates, 
in addition to the above, for stationery, cost of copying minutes, 
or any acts preliminary or subsequent to the sitting of the Court, 
either at home or abroad. . * | 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified to us their concurrence in the foregoing proposals. 
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RELATIVE RANK OF WARRANT OFFICERS OF ARMY 
AND NAVY. 


WHEREAS We have had under our consideration a change which 
it is proposed to introduce in the relative rank of Officers of the 
Army and Navy, whereby 


Conductors of Supplies, 

Conductors of Stores, 

Master Gunners, Ist class, 
shall take relative rank and precedence with, but after, Warrant 
Officers of the Royal Navy. 

We humbly beg to recommend that Your Majesty will be 
graciously pleased to sanction the substitution of the arrangement 
stated below for that contained in line 15 of Article 189 of the 
Queen’s Regulations and Admiralty Instructions, 1879, viz. :—

ROYAL CORPS OF NAVAL CONSTRUCTORS. 


WHEREAS We have had under our consideration the position of 
the Civilian Officers charged with the Shipbuilding duties in the 
Department of the Controller of the Navy, and in Your Majesty’s 
Dockyards ; and Whereas we are humbly of opinion that it would 
be for the advantage of the Service that the said Officers should be 
constituted into a Corps, to be called “The Royal Corps of Naval 
Constructors,” Your Majesty having been graciously pleased to 
approve of the said Corps being designated “ Royal.” 

We recommend that Your Majesty will, by your Order in 
Council, approve of the Corps being constituted under such Rules 
and Regulations as regards Titles, Numbers, and Salaries as we 
may from time to time determine, with the concurrence of the 
Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury.

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VICE-ADMIRALTY COURTS. 
New Rules and Table of Fees. 


WHEREAS by an Act passed in the twenty-second year of Your 
Majesty’s Reign, entitled “ Vice-Admiralty Courts Act, 1863,” it was, 
amongst other things, provided that “ Her Majesty may, by Order 
in Council, from time to time establish Rules touching the 
practice to be observed in the Vice-Admiralty Courts, as also 
Tables of Fees to be taken by the Officers and Practitioners 
thereof for all acts to be done therein, and may repeal and alter 
all existing and all future Rules and Tables of Fees, and establish 
new Rules and Tables of Fees, in addition thereto or in lieu thereof.” 


And whereas it appears to us to be expedient that in lieu of the 
Rules and Tables of Fees now existing in the Vice-Admiralty 
Courts, the Rules and Tables of Fees annexed hereto should, on and 
from the Ist day of January, 1884, be established and be in force 
in all the Vice-Admiralty Courts. 


Now, therefore, it is most humbly submitted that Your 
Majesty will be graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council, to 
direct that all the existing Rules and Tables of Fees in the Vice- 
Admiralty Courts be repealed, and that, in lieu thereof, the Rules 
and Tables of Fees annexed hereto shall, from the Ist day 
of January, 1884, be the Rules and Tables of Fees for all the 
Vice-Admiralty Courts. |

CHAPLAIN OF THE FLEET AND CHAPLAIN R.N. PRISON, 
LEWES. 


Pay and Service. 


WHEREAS we have had under our consideration the desirability of 
assimilating the mode of payment of the officer holding the 
position of “ Chaplain of the Fleet” and of the Chaplin in Your 
Majesty’s Fleet employed at the Naval Prison at Lewes, to that at 
present in operation in regard to Chaplains serving in Your 
Majesty’s Dockyards, Naval Hospitals, &c., as authorised by 
Your Majesty’s Order in Council, 13th May, 1875; and whereas we 
are of opinion that the service of Chaplains in Your Majesty’s . 
Fleet when employed in Civil Establishments on Shore should be 
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considered as full service for all purposes, we would humbly 
submit that Your Majesty will be graciously pleased to authorise 
us to carry out the following arrangements, viz. :— 


1. The officer holding the position of “Chaplain of the Fleet,” 
to be paid as follows :— 


Full pay as Chaplain according to service, and if holding the 
joint position of Chaplain and Naval Instructor, the allowance for 
service in the double capacity as authorised by the Regulations. 


Civil Allowance to make up his Total Salary to £650 per annum, 
and Lodging Money £2 2s. Od. a week. 


2. The Chaplain of Lewes Naval Prison to be paid as follows :— 


Full pay as Chaplain according to service, and, if also a Naval 
Instructor, the allowance payable for service in the double capacity 
as authorised by the Regulations. 


Lodging Allowance £50 per annum and Civil Allowance of 
£100 per annum, but so regulated that the total emoluments 
(inclusive of Lodging Allowance) shall not exceed a maximum of 
£500 per annum. The present holder of the appointment shall, 
however, continue to be paid under existing Regulations. 


3. Service in Civil Establishments at or under the Admiralty 
shall reckon as full pay service for all purposes, but service under 
any other Department shall not be deemed service to prevent 
compulsory retirement. 


The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence in the proposals.

WRITERS. 
Pay and Naval Pensions. 


WHEREAS we have had under our consideration the desirability 
of retaining Naval Writers of approved efficiency after they have 
completed their time for Pension, with the view of employing 
them permanently in certain positions in Flag and other Ships on 
the Home Stations ; 

We beg leave most humbly to recommend that Your Majesty 
will be graciously pleased, by your Order in Council, to sanction 
the following proposals in regard to such Writers when retained 
in these positions after being pensioned, viz. :— 

1. That they may be retained, if efficient, to 60 years of age. 

2. That they may retain their Naval Pensions while so serving. 


* Seaman Gunner Torpedo Man. 
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3. That consequent on such retention they shall have no claim 
to increase of Pension, nor to Civil Superannuation or Gratuity 
on discharge. 

4. That the Scale of Pay for Writers thus retained, when in 
receipt of Pension, be as follows :—

WIDOWS’ PENSIONS AND COMPASSIONATE ALLOW- 
ANCES GRANTED PRIOR TO Ist APRIL, 1880. 


Sanction. 


WHEREAS in the course of the.Audit by the Comptroller and 
Auditor-General of the Pensions and the Compassionate Allow- . 
ances enjoyed by Widows and Orphan Children of Officers of the 
Royal Navy and Royal Marines, certain irregular awards have 
been discovered. Ae 

And whereas the recovery of the small over-payments resulting 
from such irregular awards causes extreme hardship to the 
recipients of the Pensions and the Compassionate Allowances in 
question, who are either persons of very small income or 
absolutely in a state of poverty. 

And whereas steps have been taken to guard against a 
recurrence of any such irregular awards, and all the awards made 
since the ]st April, 1880, have been audited and found correct. 

We most humbly recommend that Your Majesty will, by your 
Order in Council, sanction all existing grants of Widows’ Pensions 
and Compassionate Allowances, which were made anterior to the 
first April, 1880, in which course the Commissioners of Your 
Majesty’s Treasury have signified their concurrence by letter 
dated the 21st August, 1883.

GREENWICH HOSPITAL. 
Revenues and Regulations. 


WHEREAS by the 4th section of an Act passed in the 47th year of 
your Majesty’s Reign, cap. 32, entitled “An Act to make further 
provision respecting the application of the Revenues of Green- 
wich Hospital, and for other purposes,” it is enacted that regula- 
tions made by the Admiralty under this Act shall not have effect 
unless and until approved by Your Majesty in Council. We beg 


; 
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leave to recommend that Your Majesty may be pleased, by your 
Order in Council, to sanction the following Regulations for the 
purpose of giving effect to the several provisions of the said Act, 
Viz. = 


SECTION II. OF ACT. 


REGULATION for the GRANT of PENSIONS to WIDOWS, and 
ALLOWANCES to CHILDREN, and of GRATUITIES to PARENTS 
and other RELATIVES of SEAMEN, MARINES, and other 
SEAFARING PERSONS. 


1. The Admiralty may, out of the funds of Greenwich Hospital, 
from time to time grant pensions to widows and allowances to 
children of— 

(a) Non-commissioned officers and petty officers and men of 
the Royal Navy and Marines killed or drowned in the 
service of the Crown, or on lifeboat service ; and of 

(5) Men of the Royal Naval Volunteers (7.e., "Royal Naval 
Reserve), killed or drowned in the service of the Crown ; 
and of 

(c) Men killed or drowned in the service of the Crown while 
serving in the Seamen Pensioners’ Reserve ; and of 

(2) Men of the Royal Naval Artillery Volunteer Force killed 
or drowned in the service of the Crown. 

2..These Pensions and Allowances are granted only in cases 
where men have been killed or drowned on duty in Her Majesty’s 
Service, or when it shall be proved, to the satisfaction of the 
Admiralty, that they died from the effects of injuries or diseases 
caused by accident, extraordinary exposure, or exertion on service, 
within twelve months after being first certified to be ill, and not 
being due to their own culpable action nor to negligence.

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Rates in excess of the foregoing scale may, at the discretion of 
the Admiralty, be awarded in cases needing special relief. 

4. If a Widow re-marries, her Pension will be pubpendeds but 
the allowances to the children may be continued. 

>. If she again becomes a Widow, she may revert to the Pension 
she previously enjoyed. Should she become eligible for a Pension 
on account of the death of her second husband, she may either 
revert to her original Pension or be granted the Pension for which 
her second marriage rendered her eligible, whichever is msot to her 
advantage. 

6. Pensions and Allowances are tenable subject to good beha- 
viour, and are granted at the discretion of the Admiralty. Any 
assignment, sale, or contract, relating to a Pension or Allowanee 
out of Greenwich Hospital Funds is void. 

7. If in receipt of parish relief, in respect either of herself 
or her family, the payment of the Pension and Allowance will be 
suspended ; and in no case will the Pension or Allowance be paid 
to the parish authorities. 

8. The Widow will be required to make a declaration monthly, 
or whenever it may be considered necessary, before a duly autho- 
rised person, as to her continued widowhood, and of any parti- 
culars required in reference to her family. 

9. Boys above 14, and girls above 16, will, as a rule, be 
ineligible for allowances. 

10. Applications should be made at the proper age for placing 
children in Orphanages or other institutions at the expense of 
Greenwich Hospital Funds. 

11. Should the opportunity of so placing a child be declined, or 
should a child be withdrawn from a school, home, or charitable 
institution where it is being maintained, such child will in 
ordinary circumstances be ineligible for an allowance. 

12. If the claim of a Widow to a Pension be not established 
before her death, the amount of the Pension to which she would 
have been entitled, if living, will not be allowed to her represen- 
tatives. 

13. These regulations apply only from the 4th June, 1880. 

14. In the event of men specified in paragraphs 1 and 2 not 
leaving Widows or Children, but leaving Parents or other rela- 
tives dependent upon them, Gratuities not exceeding one year’s 
full wages may be given, at the discretion of the Admiralty, to 
such parents or relatives, provided the total expenditure in such 
gratuities shall not exceed in any one year the sum of Five hundred - 
pounds. 


SECTION III. OF ACT. 


REGULATIONS for the ADMISSION of BOYS into ORPHANAGES, 
SCHOOLS, or OTHER INSTITUTIONS, at the expense of GREEN- 
WICH HOSPITAL FUNDS. 


1. Sons of deceased or incapacitated warrant officers, non- 
commissioned officers, petty officers, and men of the Royal Navy 
and Marines (and of men of the Royal Naval Reserve and Royal 
Naval Artillery Volunteer Force, killed or drowned in the service 
of the Crown), may be educated and maintained at the expense of 
the funds of Greenwich Hospital, subject to the ig dames in 
any one year being restrieted to £4,000. ; 
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II. Claims for admission will be judged by a committee of 
selection appointed by the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
in the following order of precedence, special consideration being 
given to the length, nature, and merit of the father’s services. 

Class A. Orphans. Both parents dead. 

Class B. Orphans. Father killed or drowned on duty in Her 
Majesty’s Service (including the Royal Naval Volun- 
teer Forces), or who has died from the effects of 
injury or disease caused by extraordinary exposure 
or exertion on service within twelve months after 
being first certified to be ill ; mother unable to look 
after the children. 

Class C. Exceptional cases not included in the foregoing 
classes. 

III. Boys are eligible for selection at 8 years of age. 

And whereas by the 20th section of an Act passed in the 29th 
year of Your Majesty’s reign, Cap. 89, entitled “ An Act to provide 
for the better government of Greenwich Hospital,” it is among 
other things enacted, that the regulations for the admission of 
children into Greenwich Hospital School shall be vested exclu- 
sively in the Admiralty, but any such regulations shall not: have 
effect unless and until they are approved by Your Majesty in 
Council. 

And whereas Your Majesty has been pleased, by your Order in 
Council of the 27th November, 1878, embodied in the Regulations 
for the Government of Your Majesty’s Naval Service, to approve 
of certain regulations for the admission of boys into Greenwich 
Hospital School. — 

And whereas we are of opinion that it is desirable to amend 
the Regulations for admission to Greenwich Hospital School. 
We beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty will be pleased to 
sanction the following regulations in lieu of those previously 
authorised :— 


REGULATIONS for the ADMISSION of BOYS to GREENWICH 
HOSPITAL SCHOOL. 


I. The complement of the school will not exceed 1,000 boys, 
sons of— 

(a) Warrant officers, non-commissioned officers, petty officers, 
and men of the Royal Navy and Marines. 

(6) Men of the Royal Naval Volunteers. 

(c) Men of the Royal Naval Artillery Volunteer force killed, 
drowned, or disabled in the service of the Crown. 

(d) Other seafaring persons and men drowned on Lifeboat 
service. 


II. Claims for admission to the school will be judged by a 
committee of selection appointed by the Lords Commissioners of 
the Admiralty, in the following order of precedence, special con-. 
sideration being given to the length, nature, and merits of the 
father’s services. 


Class 1. Orphans. Both parents dead.

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Class 2. Orphans. Father killed or drowned on duty in the 
service of the Crown, or on Lifeboat service, or who 
has died from the effects of injury or disease caused 
by extraordinary exposure or exertion on service 
within twelve months after being first certified to be 
ill. Mother living. 

Class 3. Orphans. Father dead. Mother living. 


Class 4. Orphans. Mother dead. Father serving, or in receipt 
of a Life Pension. 


Class 5. Sons of men now serving. Both parents living. 

Class 6. Sons of Life pensioners, and of men entitled to the 
benefits of Greenwich Hospital. Both parents 

- living. 

Class 7. Sons of persons included under Clause I. whose claims 
may be considered exceptional, although not coming 
within the foregoing classes. 

III. Boys are eligible for admission between 11 and 14 years of 

age. 

And whereas we are of opinion that it would be of advantage 
to admit boys for special instruction in Navigation, Nautical 
Astronomy, and Seamanship, we beg leave to recommend that 
Your Majesty will be graciously pleased to authorise the admission 
of boys, ultimately destined for Sea Service, either in Your 
Majesty’s Navy or in the Mercantile Marine, under such conditions 
as may seem to us desirable and on payment of fees, the amount 
whereof shall be decided by us from time to time. 

And whereas Your Majesty has been pleased, by your Order in 
Council of the 20th day of April, 1880, to authorise the Establish- 
ment and Scale of Salaries of Officers, Clerks, and others employed 
in duties connected with the administration of the Funds of 
Greenwich Hospital and for tbe purposes of Greenwich Hospital 
School. 

We now beg leave to submit, in order to meet the increased 
clerical duties arising from the administration of Greenwich 
Hospital Funds, that Your Majesty will be pleased to sanction 
such additions to the Clerical Staff of the Greenwich Hospital 
Branch at the Admiralty, as from time to time we may deem 
necessary, on the scale of Salary and Allowances in force for the 
Admiralty Department; and further, in consequence of the 
reorganisation of Greenwich Hospital School, that the Salaries of 
the Masters may be fixed forthe present appointments and for the

ASSISTANT PAYMASTERS AS SECRETARIES TO 
FLAG OFFICERS. 


WHEREAS by Article 242—1, page 58, of the Regulations 
established in 1879 for the Government of Your Majesty’s Naval 
Service, it is provided that “To qualify an Officer to receive a 
Commission as Secretary to a Flag Officer or Commodore, Ist 
Class, he must be on the list of Secretaries or Paymasters ;” 
and Whereas we are of opinion that an Assistant Paymaster of 
eight years’ seniority in that rank should be eligible to receive a 
Commission as Secretary to a Flag Officer or Commodore, Ist Class, 
not being a Commander-in-Chief.

Alterations.

OFFICERS STUDYING AT ROYAL NAVAL COLLEGE. 


Pay and Allowances to. 


WHEREAS since the establishment of the Royal Naval College 
at Greenwich, under Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 
16th January, 1873, certain pay and allowances have been paid to 
Officers while studying, which, whilst consistent with, are not 
strictly in accordance with, the Regulations Governing the Full 
Pay, &c., of Your Majesty’s Navy. 

And whereas, with a view further to encourage Officers to 
utilise their unemployed time in study, we have recently deemed 
it desirable to allow a number of Captains and Commanders not 
exceediny five in each rank to be borne on the books of one of 
Your Majesty’s Ships for Full Pay while studying at the College. 
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.We humbly submit that Your Majesty may be graciously pleased 
to sanction the following payments of Full and Half Pay and 
Allowances to Officers under such circumstances, viz. :— 

(a). Out of 25 Captains and Commanders admitted annually 
as students at Greenwich a number not exceeding five 
of each rank to be borne on the books of one of Your 
Majesty’s Ships and allowed Full Pay and Time while 
studying ; the Full Pay to be the lowest of the rank of the 
Officers respectively without Command Money, and the 
time to reckon as Harbour Time, subject to any Regulations 
we may deem desirable. 

(6) Other Officers of the above ranks to be admitted up to 
the limit of 25 on the following terms, viz. :-— 

Captains.—With the rate of half-pay to which they are 
entitled under Naval Regulations. 

Commanders.—With the highest rate of half-pay of 
their rank. 

(c) An allowance of 3s. a day in addition to Half Pay during 
their first term to Lieutenants. 

(d) Mess Allowance of 1s. 6d. a day to Captains, Commanders, 
and Lieutenants.

WARRANT OFFICERS’ PENSIONS. 


Calculation of, on Fractional Parts of a Year. 


WHEREAS by the Regulations established for Your Majesty’s 
Naval Service by Order in Council of 4th February, 1879, the 
Pensions of certain classes of Officers in Your Majesty’s Navy are 
awarded on the basis of certain rates for each year of service in 
an inferior and a superior grade ; and whereas no provision has 
been made for cases in which periods of service of less thana 
year in each grade amount in combination to one year or more. 
We recommend that Your Majesty will, by your Order in Council, 
direct that in awarding the Pensions of Chief and other Warrant — 
Officers of Your Majesty’s Navy, and also of such Chief Officers of 
Your Majesty’s Coast Guard as are granted Naval Pensions, the 
following course shall be followed :— — - 

(a) When the combined fractions do not equal 365 days, no 
pension shall be assigned in respect thereof. 

(b) When they equal or exceed 365 days, one year’s pension 
a no more shall be assigned in respect thereof, calculated

(c) For each day in the fraction of service as Seaman or Petty 
Officer, =1,th of the annual rate earned by such service 
shall be assigned. 

(d) For each of so many days out of the fraction of service in 
a higher grade as are required to make up the preceding 
fraction to a full year, ,},th of the annual rate earned by 
such service in that higher grade shall be assigned.

REDUCTION OF HALF AND RETIRED PAY OF OFFICERS 
WHO HAVE MISCONDUCTED THEMSELVES. 


WHEREAS it has always been considered, as recited in Your 
Majesty’s Order in Council of the 26th October, 1860, that Half 
Pay is awarded to the Officers of Your Majesty’s Fleet on the 
principle of its being a reward for past service as well as a 
retaining fee for the future; and Whereas by certain of Your 
Majesty’s Orders in Council, We are empowered in cases where 
Officers of Your Majesty’s Navy have been guilty of misconduct 
or neglect of duty, or have incapacitated themselves for Active 
Service by irregular and imprudent conduct, to reduce their Half 
Pay and Retired Pay and Pension below the rates to which they 
would otherwise be entitled by service, and in certain cases to 
retire Officers compulsorily on account of age, non-service, or 
physical unfitness; and Whereas We are of opinion that it is 
advisable to amend in some respects the provisions of the said 
Orders in Council and to extend in some degree the powers 
conferred upon Us; We would humbly submit that Your 
Majesty will be graciously pleased to approve of the under- 
mentioned provisions :— 

1.—An Officer may be placed on the retired list of his rank if— 

(a) He is guilty of such repeated acts of misconduct or neglect 
of duty as in our opinion make him unfit for further 
active service ; 

or, 

(6) He is in our opinion, after careful inquiry, unfit for further 
active service, through intemperate or irregular conduct 
or habits ; 

provided that his Retired Pay shall in no case exceed the Half Pay 
which he was entitled to receive previous to his retirement. 


2.—Sub-Lieutenants, and Assistant Paymasters shall be liable 
to compulsory retirement under clause 1 of these provisions, 
Officers so retired shall have no claim to Half Pay or Retired Pay, 
but shall be eligible to receive, should we see fit to award it, a 
gratuity not to exceed £25 for each year of service in the rank of 
Sub-Lieutenant or Assistant Paymaster, nor £250 in the whole. 

3.—The Retired Pay of Engineers and Assistant Engineers is to 
be liable to reduction in cases of misconduct, in accordance with 
the provisions of the Order in Council of 22nd February, 1870, 
sect. X. Par. 6, with respect to Navigating and Civil Officers. 
_ 4,—Officers of Coast Guard shall be liable to compulsory retire- 
ment under clause 1 of these provisions; also to such reduction 
of pension as would be applied to Warrant Officers who have been 
guilty of misconduct. 

5.—Nothing in these provisions shall prejudice or affect our 
power to discharge or dismiss Officers, or to place Officers on 
reduced rates of Half Pay, or Retired Pay, nor give to any person 
who has been removed from Your Majesty’s Service any claim to 
Half Pay, Retired Pay, Retiring Allowance, or Gratuity.

PAYMASTER OF TORPEDO SCHOOL SHIP 
AT PORTSMOUTH. 


Increased Allowance. 


WHEREAS by Article 1322 of the Regulations for the Government 
of Your Majesty’s Naval Service, established by Your Majesty’s 
Order in Council of 4th February, 1879, the Paymasters of the 
Reserve and Gunnery Ships at Sheerness, Portsmouth, and 
Devonport are in receipt of an allowance of Five Shillings a day, 
respectively, in consideration of the extra duties performed by 
them ; and whereas, under the authority of Your Majesty’s Order 
in Council of 6th November, 1883, every Seaman Gunner on 
requalifying, and every Seaman in future desirous of qualifying 
in a Gunnery School, are required to go through a course of 
Torpedo Instruction in a Torpedo School before being available 
for draft for Service afloat; and whereas we are humbly of 
opinion that in view of the extra duties thus imposed upon the 
Paymaster of the Torpedo School Ship at Portsmouth he should 
receive, at Our discretion, an allowance not exceeding Five 
Shillings a day, We therefore beg leave humbly to submit that 
Your Majesty may be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council 
to sanction this proposal; and We further humbly submit that 
the payment of the same may commence from a date to be

Increased Pension for Subsequent Services with 
the Auxiliary Forces. 


WHEREAS by Your Majesty’s Warrant of 10th June, 1884, for 
the Pay, Promotion, and Non-effective Pay of the Army, certain 
increases of Pension are allowed to Pensioners from the Army, 
employed on the Permanent Staff of the Auxiliary Forces, for 
such service ; and, . 
Whereas We are of opinion that the same advantages should 
be extended to Non-Commissioned Officers and Men who have 
served in the Royal Marine Artillery, or Royal Marine Light 
Infantry, for any subsequent service with the Auxiliary Forces.

PROMOTION OF ROYAL MARINE LIEUTENANTS 
AFTER 11 YEARS’ SERVICE. 


WHEREAS by Your Majesty’s Order in Council of 29th November 
1881, relative to Royal Marines, it is provided (Regulation 2) that 
“Lieutenants who have passed the prescribed examination, are, 
subject to the approval of the Admiralty, to be promoted to the 
rank of Captain, in vacancies on the Establishment, or, if not 
sooner promoted, after twelve years’ service on Full Pay;” and 
Whereas We are of opinion that promotion should take place after 
11 years’ service on Full Pay, should the vacancies on the Estab- 
lishment not admit of earlier advancement; We would humbly 
submit that Your Majesty be pleased to sanction the promotion 
of Lieutenants, Royal Marines, accordingly ; provided they have 
passed the prescribed Examination, and are, in our opinion, 
deserving of advancement; this arrangement to be subject to 
the period of service being hereafter extended if recommended 
to Your Majesty by Us. 


We would represent that the Lords Commissioners of Your 
Majesty’s Treasury have concurred in this arrangement.

RETIRED PAY OF ENGINEER OFFICERS. 


Basis of Award. 


WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased, by Your Order 
in Council dated 30th April 1877, to approve of the Retired Pay 
of Engineer Officers in Your Majesty’s Navy being awarded on 
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the basis of certain rates for each year of Service on Full Pay and 
Half Pay ; 

And whereas no provision has been made for cases in which 
periods of service of less than a year on each scale amount in 
combination to one year or more. 

We do therefore beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty 
will by Your Order in Council direct that in awarding the 
Retired Pay of Engineer Officers the following course shall be 
followed, viz. :— 

(a) When the combined fractions do not equal 365 days, no 

Retired Pay shall be assigned in respect thereof ; 


(b) When they equal or exceed 365 days, one years’ Retired 
Pay and no more shall be assigned in respect thereof, 
calculated thus :— 

(c) For each day in the fraction of service consisting of Half 
Pay time, s},;th of the annual rate earned by such 
service shall be assigned ; 

(d) For each of so many days out of the fraction of service 
on Full Pay as are required to make up the preceding 
fraction to a full year, z},th of the annual rate earned 
by such service on Full Pay shall be assigned. 


Any awards that have been hitherto made in which such 
fractions of time have been allowed to reckon to their full value 
in the computation of the amount of Retired Pay to be granted 
shall be considered as valid and shall not be reduced.

RIGGERS OR YARD CRAFT MEN INJURED ON DUTY. 


Additional Pensions or. Gratuities. 


WHEREAS certain questions have arisen in regard to the practice 
hitherto followed by us in awarding Pensions in excess of the 
ordinary amount fixed for Service only, by the Superannuation 
Act of 1859 to Riggers employed in Your Majesty’s Dockyards, 
and the Seamen belonging to the Yard Craft who have been injured 
on duty; and Whereas it is desirable that in the cases of these Men 
injured on duty whose Pensions are awarded by this Board under 
the powers conferred on Us by the Order in Council of 16th April 
1861, such additional pensions may be awarded as, according to 
the circumstances of each case, might have been granted to 
Artificers in Your Majesty’s Dock and Victualling Yards by the 
Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury conformably to the 
several scales laid down in their Minutes. 

We humbly recommend that Your Majesty will, by Your Order 
in Council authorise us to award, from the date of such questions 
arising in cases of Riggers and Yard Craft Men injured on duty 
such additional Pensions as would in similar case of other Artificers 
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be granted by the Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury ; 
further, that in cases of Riggers and Yard Craft Men discharged 
before attaining the ordinary Age for Superannuation in con- 
sequence of a reduction of Establishment, We may be authorized to 
grant such Pensions or Gratuities as would be awarded by the Lords 
Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury in similar cases of other 
Artificers, and that in cases of Hired Riggers and Yard Craft Men 
discharged after 20 years’ service We may be authorized to grant 
such gratuities as would beawarded by the Commissioners of Your 
Majesty’s Treasury in similar cases of other Artificers.

ALLOWANCES TO OFFICERS FOR SPECIAL DUTIES TO 


CONTINUE WHEN TEMPORARILY WITHDRAWN 
FROM THEIR SHIPS. — | 


WHEREAS it has been found necessary to detach Officers of 
Your Majesty’s Navy from their Ships to a greater extent than 
formally, principally in consequence of the largely increased 
employment of Torpedo Boats, and also of such operations as are 
now being conducted on the Nile, and whereas some of the 
Officers whilst so detached are entitled, for the performance of 
special duties, such as Senior Lieutenants, or Gunnery and 
Torpedo Officers, &c., on board their ships to certain Allowances 
of which in Our opinion they should not be deprived while 
temporarily withdrawn from their ships. 
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We would humbly submit that Your Majesty would be 
graciously pleased to direct that, in the case of Officers s0 
detached, on special and important duty, they may continue in 
the receipt of their Allowances, and also that the Officers in 
temporary performance of the special duties in Your Majesty's 
Ships may, at our discretion, be paid, from Ist January, 1884, 
Extra Pay at such rates as We may determine, but not in excess 
of the ordinary Rates of Extra Pay authorised by Naval Regu- 
lations, nor the amount of the Allowance attaching to the special 
duty performed.

COMMAND MONEY AND ALLOWANCES TO OFFICERS. 
WHILE ON PASSAGE. 


WHEREAS questions have arisen as to the rate of Command 
Money, and other Allowances to be paid to Officers proceeding 
in a Troop Ship, or hired vessel, with relief crews to recommis- 
sion ships paid off on Foreign Stations, &c. 

And Whereas We are of opinion that it would be desirable to 
lay down definite rules on the subject, we beg leave to recommend 
that Your Majesty will be graciously pleased, by Your Order in 
Council, to direct that 

(a2) Command Money shall be paid to an Officer going out 
in a Troop Ship, or hired vessel, &c., to take up the 
‘ command of a ship on a Foreign Station at the rate 
prescribed for the ship which he has been selected to 
command. | 
(b) Senior Lieutenants’ Allowance, Gunnery, and Torpedo 
Allowances shall also be paid while the Officers are on 
passage in all cases in which the Officers are, under 
our approval, performing the duties for which the 
Allowances are granted. 

We would also further beg leave to recommend to Your Majesty _ 
that when an Officer is appointed by competent authority to act 
in command of a vessel in the temporary absence, through illness, 
or other cause, of the Commanding Officer, he shall be paid at the 
rate of Command Money authorised for the ship which he is 
appointed to command, or such other of the authorized rates of 
Command Money, not exceeding the rate allowed for the par- 
ticular ship, as may be determined by Us. 

In such cases the authorised rate of Command Money may 
be continued to the absent Officer, except under the following 
circumstances :— 

(a) When his Full Pay shall have ceased on account of being 
discharged to a Hospital, or Sick Quarters at Home; __ 

(6) When he is in receipt of the difference between Full and 
Half Pay while under cure for wounds received in 
action, or injury from other cause, under Articles 1272 

and 1274 of the Regulations for the Government of 

Your Majesty’s Naval Service established by Your 
_ Majesty’s Order in Council of 4th February, 1879, and;. 
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(c) When he is absent from any other cause than sickness, 
wounds, or injury, unless he be engaged on some 
special service such as would entitle him to Command 
Money under Your Majesty's Order in Council of 
20th October 1881. 

The competent authority in the cases of ships on the Home 
stations is to be the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, and, 
on Foreign stations the Commander-in-Chief. 

We also further submit that Your Majesty will be graciously 
pleased to authorise these payments as from lst January, 1883. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their assent to the foregoing pruposals which are never- 
theless most humbly submitied.

PAYMENT BY POST OFFICE MONEY ORDERS OF 
NAVAL OR GREENWICH HOSPITAL PENSIONS, 
GRATUITIES OR ALLOWANCES. 


WHEREAS in order that the payment of Naval and Greenwich 
Hospital Pensions, Gratuities, and Allowances, shall be adminis- 
tered by us, it has been enacted, by an Act passed in the 47th and 
48th years of Your Majesty’s reign, entitled the “Naval Pension 
Act, 1884,” that any reference in the ‘‘ Naval and Marine Pay and 
Pensions Act, 1865,” the “Navy and Marines (Property of 
Deceased) Act, 1865,” or the “ Admiralty (Powers, &c.) Act, 1856” 
to a pension or to money payable by the Admiralty shall be 
construed to include a Naval pension, and a Greenwich Hospital 
Pension, Gratuity, or Allowance, or any sum due on account 
thereof. 

And whereas by the aforesaid “ Naval and Marine Pay and 
Pensions Act, 1865” it was enacted that all Pensions, Grants, or 
other Allowances in the nature thereof shall be paid in such 
manner and subject to such conditions as might from time to 
time be directed by Your Majesty’s Order in Council. 

And whereas having had under our consideration the question 
of the best mode of effecting the payment of the said Naval and 
Greenwich Hospital Pensions, we are of opinion that it would be 
advisable that they should be paid by means of Money Orders 
issued by us, or in such other manner as may, from time to time 
be found advisable. 

We do therefore most humbly submit that Your Majesty will 
be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to direct that 
from the first day of April 1885, any sums due on account of any 
Naval or Greenwich Hospital Pensions, Gratuities, or Allowances 
to any persons resident in Your Majesty’s Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Ireland or elsewhere, shall be paid by means of Post 
Office Money Orders issued by us under such regulations as may 
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be found necessary, or in such other manner as may be considered 
by us advisable for the interests of Your Majesty’s Service, and 
that the audit of such payments shall also be effected by us.

GUNNERS AND BOATSWAINS. 


Aggregate Number increased to 728. 


WHEREAS by Your Order in Council of the 18th May, 1881, Your 
Majesty was graciously pleased to direct that the number of 
Gunners and Boatswains (exclusive of Chief Gunners and Chief 
Boatswains) of Your Majesty’s Fleet should not exceed a combined 
total of 680. 

And whereas more Gunners are now wanted for the care and 
management of the increased armaments of Your Majesty’s Ships, 
and fewer are available, in proportion to requirements, owing to 
the greater number undergoing Torpedo training and required for 
sea-going ships in lieu of subordinate Officers or Boatswains. 

We would most humbly submit that Your Majesty will be 
graciously pleased to sanction an increase of the aggregate number 
of Gunners and Boatswains (exclusive of Chief Gunners and 
Chief Boatswains) to 728, and that the proportion of Gunners to 
Boatswains shall, as at present, be regulated by us, as may, in our 
opinion, be best for the efficiency of Your Majesty’s Ships, by 
gradually increasing and decreasing relatively the number of 
advancements to each of the ranks named. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence with this proposal. 
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DOCKYARD PORT REGULATIONS. 
Port of Plymouth. 


WHEREAS by the “Dockyard Ports Regulation Act, 1865,” it is 
enacted that it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in Council from 
time to time by Order in Council to define the limits of a Dock- 
yard Port for the purposes of that Act: 


And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation 
to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in 
Council from time to time, by Order in Council, to make regula- 
tions for all or any of the purposes in the said Act particularly 
mentioned, and for such other purposes as from time to time seem 
necessary, With a view to the proper protection of Her Majesty’s 
vessels, dockyards, or property, or to the requiremenis of Her 
Majesty’s Naval Service : 


And whereas by the same Act it is also enacted that in relation 
to any Dockyard Port, it shall be lawful for Her Majesty in 
Council from time to time, by Order in Council, on the joint 
recommendation of the Admiralty and the Board of Trade, to 
make rules concerning the Lights or Signals to be carried or used, 
and the steps for avoiding collisions to be taken by Her Majesty's 
vessels, and other vessels navigating the waters of the Port, and 
of the approaches thereto : 


And whereas, in pursuance of the said Act, certain Regulations 
were made by Order in Council, dated the 29th day of February, 
1868, with reference to the Dockyard Port of Plymouth : 


And whereas it appears expedient that the Regulations afore- 
said, contained in the Order in Council, dated 29th day of February, 
1868, before mentioned, should be amended ; and that, for the 
requirements of Her Majesty’s Naval Service, Regulations should 
be made to control fishing by nets in the fairway of navigation 
in the said Dockyard Port: | 


And whereas it also appears expedient that special rules should 
be established concerning the Lights or Signals to be carried or 
used, and the steps for avoiding collisions to be taken by Her 
Majesty’s vessels and other vessels navigating the waters of the 
Dockyard Port of Plymouth : 

Now, THEREFORE, Her Majesty, by virtue of the powers in 
this behalf by the said Act or otherwise in Her vested, is pleased, 
by and with the advice of Her Privy Council to order, and it ig 
hereby ordered, as follows :— 


PRELIMINARY. 


1. This Order shall take effect on the expiration of 90 days 
from its publication in the “ London Gazette.” 

2. On this Order taking effect all previous Rules, Orders, and 
Regulations of the Admiralty relative to the matters comprised 
in this Order shall cease to operate. 

3. The terms used in this Order to have the same meaning as in 
the said Dockyard Ports Regulation Act.* | 
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DOCKYARD PORT OF PLYMOUTH. 


4. The limits of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth shall be as 
follows :— 


On the south, a line drawn across the entrance of Plymouth 
Sound, from Penlee Point on the west, to the Shagstone on 
the east, and all the waters of the Sound and Hamoaze, 
including Devonport; and all the bays, creeks, lakes, ports, 
and rivers, as far as the tide flows, within, or to the north- 
ward of the above mentioned line, Plymouth Sound shall be 
considered to be all that portion of the Dockyard Port of 
Plymouth lying to southward and eastward of a line joining 
Devil’s Point and Wilderness Point, at the entrance of 
Hamoaze; southward of the line joining the heads of the 
two outermost piers at the entrance of Mill Bay; and south- 
ward and westward of the line joining Fisher’s Nose and 
Mount Batten Point, at the entrance of Catwater. 

The narrow waters of Plymouth Sound shall be considered 
to be all that portion of Plymouth Sound lying north and 
west of a line drawn from Picklecombe Fort to Mount 
Batten Tower. 


5. The Regulations with reference to the Dockyard Port of 
Plymouth contained in an Order in Council, dated the 29th day of 
February, 1868, shall be annulled, and the Regulations as herein- 
after set forth in the two Schedules attached, shall be substituted 
for them. 

And the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty are to give the 
necessary directions herein accordingly. 


FIRST SCHEDULE. 


REGULATIONS for ANCHORING, BERTHING, MOORING, and 
BREAMING SHIPS in the DOCKYARD PORT of PLYMOUTH, 
the limits of which are as follows :— 


Limits of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth. 


1. On the South, a line drawn across the entrance of Plymouth 
Sound, from Penlee Point on the West, to the Shagstone on the 
East; and all the waters of the Sound and Hamoaze, including 
Devonport; and all the Bays, Creeks, Lakes, Ports, and Rivers, as 
far as the tide flows, within, or to the northward, of the above- 
mentioned line. 


PLYMOUTH SOUND. 
Anchorage Regulations for Plymouth Sound. 


2. Her Majesty’s Vessels of War shall exclusively occupy the 
outer anchorage in Plymouth Sound within and near the Break- 
water. 

3. Merchant and other private vessels shall occupy the Inner 
Anchorage in Plymouth Sound, within a space (to be called the 
Merchant Vessels’ Anchorage), bounded by the following imaginary 
straight lines, namely :— 

To the northward of a line drawn from Ram’s Cliff Point 
towards the west; 
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To the southward of a line drawn from Mount Edgcumbe 
House, through the Canteen or Drake’s Island to the eastern 
shore of Plymouth Sound ; 

To the eastward of a line drawn from the east-end of Windsor 
Terrace, in the town of Plymouth, to the Trinity Obelisk on 
the Hoe, and continuing through the white-washed sea- 
mark on the rocks to the before-mentioned line drawn from 
Ram’s Cliff Point ; 

which anchorage is delineated and further described on the Chart 
annexed to this order. 

4. No merchant or other private vessel shall be anchored or 
placed in the navigable channel on the west side of the Inner 
Anchorage aforesaid. 

5. Nomerchant or other private vessel shall be anchored or moored 
between Drake’s Island and the Main ata less distance than fifty 
fathoms to be southward of the Transporting Buoy within the 
Island, or in any place off the east end of the Island, near the Buoy 
of the Asia Shoal, or between it and the Buoy of the Winter, or 
near the Fair Way, or in any place to the eastward of an imaginary 
straight line drawn from the Asia Buoy to the Melampus Buoy. 


HAMOAZE. 
Limits of Hamoaze. 


6. For the purposes of this order the Harbour of Hamoaze shall 
be deemed to be comprised within an imaginary straight line drawn 
from the Old Block House on the Devil’s Point to the south end of 
the Battery on Wilderness Point, which line is drawn on the Chart 
annexed to this Order. 


Anchorage Regulations for Hamoaze. 

7. A merchant or other private vessel shall not be anchored or 
moored in the fairway between the Queen’s Moorings in the 
Harbour of Hamoaze, or in Barnpool, within fifty fathoms from ~ 
the centre of any of those moorings, or within that distance from 
any of Her Majesty’s Vessels, Floating Magazines, or Hulks, lying 
thereat, or in the front or abreast of any of Her Majesty’s Docks, 
Arsenals, or Dockyards, or of Her Majesty’s Gun Wharf, or between 
the same and the eastern line of hulks, unless she is forced thereto 
by unavoidable accident, or is consigned to the Dockyards or Gun 
Wharf, and in the latter case she shall be subject to the directions 
of the Queen’s Harbour Master. 

8. No merchant or other private vessel shall be made fast to, or 
be moored, or secured by any of the mooring anchors or chains to 
which access can be had when the tide is out on either the eastern 
or the western shore of the Harbour of Hamoaze, or be made fast 
to any of the buoys or piles belonging to Her Majesty within the 
Harbour in front of any of the Arsenals, Docks, or Dockyards, or 
of the Gun Wharf, or of the buildings or lands connected there- 
with respectively, or be anchored or moored so as to swing within 
fifty fathoms of any of the said buoys or piles. 

9. No merchant or other private vessel shall beanchored ormoored 
in any place within the Harbour of Hamoaze, except on the eastern 
side of Stonehouse Pool, and not further to the westward than an 
imaginary straight line drawn from the south-west pier of the 
entrance to the basin in the Royal William Victualling Yard to the 
granite steps near the south-west corner of the premises directly 
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opposite at Richmond Walk; and a channel for boats and barges 
shall be kept clear from Hamoaze to the Admiral’s Hard, and up 
Stonehouse Creek, to the Royal Navaland Military Hospitals above 
Stonehouse Bridge. 

10. No merchant or other private vessel shall be anchored, 
moored, or placed nearer any of the wharfs of the Royal William 
Victualling Yards than sixty fathoms, or within the line of mooring 
buoys, as laid down ata date of this Order, or at any time thereafter. 

11. Nothing, however, in the foregoing provisions shall be deemed 
to exclude such vessels as require admission to the wharfs, docks, 
and other establishments at Mutton Cove, North Corner, New 
Passage, and elsewhere, for loading and unloading cargoes ; and all 
such vessels shall continue to enjoy their accustomed privileges in 
this respect as fully as if this Order had not been made, provided they 
do not impede or interfere with the navigation of Her Majesty’s 
Vessels. 

Regulation for Breaming. 


12. No merchant or other private vessels shall be breamed in any 
part of the Harbour of Hamoaze, exceptin the shore of Stonehouse 
Pool, or at Frank’s Quarry, or to the northward of the Queen’s 
Moorings. 

' Local Authorities at Mill Bay. 


13. Nothing in this Order shall affect the authority of the Pier 
Master at Mill Bay Pier, or of the Dock Master of the Great Western 
Docks under the respective Acts of Parliament relative thereto. 


CATWATER. 
Anchorage Regulation for Catwater. 


14. All fore-and-aft rigged merchant and other private vessels 
taking shelter in Catwater, and drawing less than eleven feet of 
water, shall anchor either on the flat in Clovelly Bay or above 
Turnchapel Rock, and shall place buoys on their anchors, and 
moor with a kedge, and rig in their jib-booms. 

15. Merchant and other private vessels, if drawing eleven feet of 
water or upwards, and less than sixteen feet, shall moor on the flat 
between Turnchapel Rock and Mount Batten ; if drawing sixteen 
feet of water or upwards, shall moor in tiers below and above Turn- 
chapel Rock with their stern cables made fast to the shore, and their 
jib-booms rigged in, yards topped, and spritsail yards fore and aft. 

16. An open channel, of not less than fifty fathoms in width, on 
the north side of the Harbour, shall be kept clear for the naviga- 
tion of vessels from the entrance of Catwater up towards the Bear’s 
Head and Turnchapel Rock, and as far as Her Majesty’s Break- 
water establishment at Oreston ; and no merchant or other private 
vessels shall anchor in or obstruct this channel. 

17. Merchant and other private vessels frequenting the Port of 
Plymouth, and anchoring in Deadman’s Bay, shall leave a clear 
passage of fifty fathoms at least open between them and the sailing 
vessels occupying the south side of the Harbour. 

18. The limits of Catwater for the anchoring and placing of 
vessels shall be marked out as follows :-— 

To the eastward of an imaginary straight line from Fisher's 
Nose to the west point of Mount Batten. 

To the southward of another such line from Fisher’s Nose to 
Queen Anne’s Battery. 
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PENALTIES. 

19. The master of every merchant or other private vessel to 
which this Order relates, shall observe and cause to be observed the 
provisions of this Order, as far as it relates to his vessel and if 
any master or other person acts in any respect in contravention of 
any of the provisions of this Order, or fails to observe or cause to 
be observed in any respect any of those provisions, he shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding Ten Pounds. 


SECOND SCHEDULE. 


REGULATIONS FOR FACILITATING THE NAVIGATION OF THE 
WATERS OF THE DOCKYARD PORT OF PLYMOUTH, the 
Limits of which are as follows :— 


Limits of Dockyard Port of Plymouth. 


- 1. On the south, a line drawn across the entrance of Plymouth 
Sound, from Penlee Point on the west, to the Shagstone on the 
east ; and all the waters of the Sound and Hamoaze, including 
Devonport ; and all the Bays, Creeks, Lakes, Poris, and Rivers, as 
faras the tide flows, within or to the northward of, the above- 
mentioned line. 

Limits of Plymouth Sound. 


2. Plymouth Sound shall be considered to be all that portion of the 
Dockyard Port of Plymouth lying to southward and eastward of a 
line joining Devil’s Point and Wilderness Point, at the entrance of 
Hamoaze; southward of the line joining the heads of the two outer- 
most piers at the entrance of Mill Bay ; and southward and west- 
ward of the line joining Fisher’s Nose and Mount Batten Point, at 
the entrance of Catwater. 


Narrow waters of Plymouth Sound. 


3. The narrow waters of Plymouth Sound shall be considered 
to be all that portion of Plymouth Sound lying north and west of a 
line drawn from Picklecombe Fort to Mount Batten Tower. 


Lights for Sea-going Vessels. 


. 4, All sea-going vessels, when within the limits of the Dockyard 

Port of Plymouth, shall carry such lights as are prescribed by the 
‘“ Regulations for Preventing Collisions at Sea; as set out in the 
Schedule annexed to an Order in Council, made in pursuance of 
the “ Merchant Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862,” and dated 
the llth August, 1884; and shall also observe the steering and 
sailing rules set forth in the above-mentioned Schedule, except in 
so far as they are affected by the Regulations hereinafter recited. 


Lights for small Steam Craft. 


3). Steam launches and other small craft propelled by steam, of a 
length over all of, or exceeding, 35 feet, shall, between sunset and 
sunrise, when within the limits of the Dockyard Port of Plymouth, 
carry the lights prescribed for sea-going steamships, in the above- 
mentioned Schedule; or shall, when under way, in lieu of the 
coloured side lights, carry a single lantern amidships, with a green 
glass on the one side and ared glass on the other side ; such lantern 
to be not less than two feet above the hull, and so constructed and 
placed that the green light shall show from right ahead to two 
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points abaft the starboard beam; and the red light, from right 
ahead to two points abaft the port beam ; without being obscured 
by other objectsin the vessel. The bright light is to be not less than 
two feet above the coloured light or lights,and may, when there is no 
foremast, be carried on a pole, or otherwise at the forepart of the 
vessel; and at a height above the hull not less than the breadth of 
the vessel. These lights are to be of sucha character, that on a dark 
night, with a clear atmosphere, the coloured lights shall be visible 
at least one mile, and the bright light at least two miles. 

6. Steam launches, and all other boats propelled by steam, of a 
length over all of not less than 35 feet, when under way, between 
sunset and sunrise, within the limits of the Dockyard Port of 
Plymouth, shall not he obliged to carry the white light, but shall 
carry the coloured side lights mentioned in Article 3, Paragraphs B 
and C, of the above-mentioned Schedule, or in lieu thereof the 
single lantern amidships, as set forth in the foregoing paragraph. 


Lights for Boats at Anchor. 


7. Small fishing boats, and all other boats of every description, 
at anchor in any part of Plymonth Sound at night, shall exhibit a 
white light visible all round at a distance of at least one mile. 


Lights for Boats under Way. 


8. Small fishing boats, and all other boats, sailing or rowing in 
any part of Plymouth Sound at night, shall have ready at hand a 
white light; and shall exhibit the same on approaching, or being 
approached by, any vessel or boat under way. 


Vessels to keep clear of H.M.’s Ships. 


9. When any of Her Majesty’s Ships, or other vessel in charge of 
one of Her Majety’s Officers, about to pass between Hamoaze and 
the Sound, hoists the Union Jack at the fore-top-gallant mast- 
head, all other of Her Majesty’s Ships present in the port shall 
hoist the Pilot Jack as a general warning, and the Pilot Jack will 
also be hoisted on the Flag Staff at Mount Wise for the same purpose; 
and all other vessels, craft, and boats, of every description, under 
way in Hamoaze, or in the narrow waters of the Sound, shall keep 
out of the way of the said ship flying the Union Jack ; provided 
always that the said ship shall be navigated with due care, and at 
moderate speed; and that she shall, so far as is practicable, be kept 
on the side of the fairway which lies on her own starboard side. 


Regulations for Sailing Craft to keep clear of Steamers. 


10. When any sea-going steamship within the limits of the Dock- 
yard Port, shall, by reason of the crowded nature of the Channel, 
or anchorage, or from other cause, find it unsafe or impracticable 
to keep out of the way of a sailing vessel, or of a boat under oars 
or sail, she shall signify the same to the sailing vessel or boat by 
four or more short blasts of the steam whistle, blown in rapid 
succession ; when the sailing vessel or boat shall keep out of the 
way of the sea-going steamship; provided always that the sea-going 
steamship shall be navigated with due care, and ata moderate speed. 


For safety of Naviyation, Trawling prohibited at Night. 


11. No fishing by trawls shall be carried on in Plymouth Sound 
from sunset to sunrise.

Council to sanction the free grant to the Trustees of the Primitive 
Methodist Chapel at Carrigill in the County of Northumberland of 
seven feet six inches of waste land on the roadside for the erection 
of a porch, and to the Trustees of the Spittal School, in the same 
County, of a piece of land one hyndred and twenty feet long by 
forty-four feet three inches wide, on which the School stands.

SPECIAL PROMOTIONS FOR NILE EXPEDITION AND 
SERVICES IN THE'RED SEA. 


WHEREAS by Your Majesty’s Orders in Council of the 30th 
November, 1882, and llth August, 1884, We were authorised to 
make special arrangements for the advancement of Officers of 
Your Majesty’s Navy engaged in the attack on the Forts at Alex- 
andria, and in subsequent operations in Egypt and the Soudan ; 
and Whereas We are of opinion that similar arrangements should 
be made in respect of some of the Officers employed in con- 
nection with the recent operations of the Naval Brigade forming 
part of the Nile Expeditionary Force, and for service in the Red 
Sea in connection with the Suakim Expedition. 

We would humbly submit that Your Majesty will be pleased 
to sanction our making, on account of the services rendered,

RECKONING OF JUNIOR SERVICE OF SENIOR ENGINEER 
AND ACCOUNTANT OFFICERS FOR INCREASE OF 
PAY. 


Charge Pay for Assistant Paymasters. 


WHEREAS We are of opinion that it is desirable to make 
certain alterations in the Regulations under which the Senior 
Grades of Engineer and Accountant Officers of the Royal Navy _ 
are at present allowed to reckon Junior Service for increase of 
Full, Half, and Retired Pay, and to revise the arrangement 
under which Assistant Paymasters are paid when in charge; 
We would humbly submit that Your Majesty will be graciously 
pleased to sanction the following proposals, viz. :— 


(1.) That Junior Service shall reckon as Half Full Time in 
the Senior Rank until the completion of eleven years’ 
Senior Service, and then in full, as at present. 

(2.) That an Officer compulsorily retired before the completion 
of eleven years’ service in the Senior Rank, on account 
of disability not arising from causes over which he had 
any control, shall be allowed, at Our discretion, to count 
all his Junior Service. 

(3.) As regards Officers in future attaining the Senior Grade, no 
one passed over on account of unsatisfactory conduct or 
failure to qualify for promotion, but who is ultimately 
promoted, shall be allowed to count for any purpose his 
Junior Service subsequent to the date of being passed 
over. 

(4.) That an Assistant Paymaster, when in charge, shall receive 
Charge Pay at the rate of 2s. 6d. a day in addition to the 
Full Pay. he has pee by service, instead of, as at present, 
12s. 6d. a day ; such Charge Pay to be payable concurrently 
with, and under the same Regulations as, his Full Pay. 

(5.) That any Officer_at present on the Senior Lists, whose pay 
under present Regulations may be in excess of that now 
allowed, may receive the same until entitled to increase 
under new Regulations. 

(6.) That these arrangements shall take effect from 1st April, 
1885; shall be applicable to Officers who were on the 
Active Lists at that date; and shall be restricted to such 
Junior Service as at present counts towards increase of 
Full, Half, and Retired Pay.

DEPUTY AND ASSISTANT FINANCIAL SECRETARY.— 
ACCOUNTANT-GENERAL OF THE NAVY TO CARRY 
ON THE DUTIES. 


WHEREAS by an Order in Council of the 13th day of October, 
1832, the functions of the Accountant-General of the Navy were 
defined ; ; and whereas by Your Majesty’s subsequent Orders in 
Council of the 14th day of January, 1869, and the 19th day of 
March, 1872, certain alterations were approved by Your Majesty 
in the constitution of the Board of Admiralty, affecting its 
financial arrangements, by the appointment of the Parliamentary 
and Financial Secretary to be responsible to the First Lord for 
the Finance of the Department ; and whereas it is in our opinion 
desirable to afford him assistance in the discharge of these im- 
portant duties, we would humbly recommend to Your Majesty 
the appointment of the Accountant-General of the Navy to act 
as an assistant to the Financial Secretary. 

We are most humbly of opinion that while the Executive 
Departments of the Admiralty should continue to be held 
primarily responsible for keeping a careful watch upon the 
expenditure they recommend or incur, the Accountant-General 
should be authorised to act under the Parliamentary and Financial 
Secretary as his Deputy and Assistant. 

With this object, he should be charged under the Parliamentary 
and Financial. Secretary with the preparation of the Naval 
Estimates; with financially reviewing the expenditure under 
those estimates ; with advising or deciding as to any redlistribu- 
tion of votes or transfers which may from time to time be found 
necessary ; with satisfying himself that such expenditure is 
properly allowed and brought to account; with advising on all 
questions affecting Naval expenditure; and that he should not 
only be made acquainted with expenditure after it has been 
incurred, but be regarded as the Officer to be consulted on all 
matters involving an expenditure of Naval Funds. 

We, therefore, most humbly submit that Your Majesty will be 
graciously pleased to sanction this arrangement.

WHEREAS We are of opinion that it is desirable to make 
provision for training Chief Stokers, Leading Stokers, and 
Stokers, in the use of Arms, and in the management of the 
Machinery and Boilers of Torpedo Boats; and to give extra 
remuneration to men who give proof of satisfactory proficiency in 
these subjects. 

We would recommend that Your Majesty will he pleased to

1. Any Chief Stoker, Leading Stoker, or Stoker, who is, in 
our opinion, qualified in Torpedo Boat work, and can pass the 
Examination for trained man in Cutlass, Rifle, and Pistol Exercises, 
shall be rated Trained Man, and receive ld. a day extra pay. 

2. Any qualified Chief Stoker, Leading Stoker, or Stoker, who is 
employed on Torpedo Boat duty, shall receive the regular extra pay 
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of the rating under Your Majesty’s Regulations for the Govern- 
ment of the Royal Navy, 1879, Article 1367, Class III., when 
living on board by order, and actually cruising away from his 
Ship, either with a Fleet at Sea, or in carrying out lengthened 
experiments. 

When employed in running the boats for educational or 
experimental purposes, for not less than six hours continuously 
a day, but under the conditions of Harbour Service, he shall 
receive 4d. a day. 

3. In the event of it being found necessary to employ on 
Torpedo Boat duty, Chief Stokers, Leading Stokers, or Stokers, 
who have not qualified, the same extra pay or allowance of 
4d. a day may be granted to them ; but in all cases the preference 
for such employment to be given to qualified men.

ROYAL NAVAL RESERVE OFFICERS. 


Revised Regulations. 


WHEREAS by Your Majesty’s Orders in Council, dated the 

1st March, 1864, 

15th October, 1872, 

28th June, 1880, 

and 3rd May, 1882, 

certain Regulations have been established for Officers of the Royal 
Naval Reserves, and Whereas we are of opinion that it is desirable 
to consolidate and revise the said Regulations, and to introduce 
certain alterations. 

We would humbly recommend for Your Majesty’s Approval 
Regulations which we consider should be substituted for those 
hitherto in force. 

The Lords Commissioners of Your Majesty’s Treasury have 
signified their concurrence with the proposed Regulations. 


REVISED REGULATIONS REFERRED TO IN THE 
FOREGOING ORDER IN COUNCIL. 


OFFICERS, ROYAL NAVAL RESERVE. 


Officers and others of the Mercantile Marine who desire to 
_ receive Commissions or appointments as Officers of the Royal 
Naval Reserye will apply to the Registrar-General of Seamen 
through the nearest Registrar of Naval Reserve, who will furnish 
them with the necessary forms of application. 


I.—Number, Class, and Rank. 


(1) The Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve on the Active List 
shall not exceed the total number of 920, and shall consist of five, 
classes, viz. :-— 


150 Lieutenants. 

270 Sub-Lieutenants. 
150 Engineers. 

150 Assistant Engineers. 
200 Midshipmen.

(2) The Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve shall rank with, but 
after, Officers of the Royal Navy of their corresponding rank.

Il.—A ppointment. 


(3) The Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve shall be appointed 
by the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty ; but all applications 
for appointment are to be made through the Board of Trade. 
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IIIl.—Qualification for Appointments on the Active List. 
(4.) Theage on firstappointments of Officers shall not exceed, for— 


Lieutenants - - > - 40 years. 
Sub-Lieutenants - - - 35. ,, 
Engineers - - - - - 40 ,, 
Assistant Engineers - ao. 45 
Midshipmen - beiween 16 and 18 SC, 


(5.) Lieutenants and Sub-Lieutenants who are entered direct 
from the Mercantile Marine must previous to appointment have 
‘service and qualifications as follows : 

(6.) A Lieutenant must have commanded a First Class Steam 
Ship of at least 1,500 tons or a Sailing Ship of 1,000 gross tonnage 
for not less than one year, and must possess an Extra Master’s 
Certificate under the Merchant Shipping Acts; he must have 
served in command of a British Ship within six months of making 
his application for a Commission, and certified that he intends to 
follow the sea as his profession. 

(7.) A Sub-Lieutenant must have served as First Mate of a First 
Class Steam Ship of at least 1,500 tons or a Sailing Ship of 1,000 
tons gross tonnage, for not less than one year, and must possess a 
Master’s Certificate of Competency under the Merchant Shipping 
Acts; he must have served as Master or Chief Mate of a British 
Ship within six months of making his application fora Commission, 
and certify that he intends to follow the sea as his profession. 

(8.) Engineer Officers who hold First or Second Class Engineer’s 
Certificate of Competency under the Merchant Shipping Acts, and 
who, previous to making their applications, have served at sea for 
at least three years. 

(9.) Assistant Engineer Officers who hold first or Second Class 
Engineer’s Certificates of competency under the Merchant Shipping 
Acts, who previous to making their application have served at sea 
for not less than one year. 

(10.) A Midshipman must, previous to appointment, have passed 
through a course of instruction for two years on board one of the 
Mercantile Marine Training Ships; any special case of a Midship- 
man or Apprentice in the Merchant Service who has not been so 
trained will be considered for appointment as Midshipman in the 
Royal Naval Reserve, provided he has served one year at sea on 
board a First Class Ship. 

(11.) All Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve must report them- 
selves by letter, once every year, to the Registrar-General of Seamen, 
and must also report to him every change of residence. 


IV.—Qualifications for Retired and Honorary Commission 

in the Royal Naval Reserve. 

(12.) In addition to the Officers of the Reserve on the Active 
List, there shall be a class of Retired and Honorary Officers of the 
Reserve, of the ranks named below, viz. :—

- Commanders.

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(13.) Honorary Captains (not to exceed ten in number).—Officers 
who, whilst on actual service, shall have distinguished themselves 
in action with the enemy will be eligible, at the conclusion of their 
service in the Navy, for promotion to the higher honorary rank of 
Retired Captain of the Naval Reserve, at the discretion of the 
Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty. 

(14.) Honorary Commanders.— The retired rank of Honorary 
Commander will be conferred, at the discretion of the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty, on Lieutenants who have per- 
formed good service whilst on the Active List, but a Lieutenant 
will not be eligible for this promotion under 15 years’ seniority in 
thatrank unless he has been mentioned in despatches for meritorious 
service, or been employed in some special duty whilst serving in 
the Royal Navy, or in Merchant Ships attached to the Fleet. 

The following Officers will also be eligible at the discretion of 
the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty for Commissions :— 

(15.) Honorary Lieutenants :— 


(a) Masters possessing qualifications similar to the qualifica- 
tions of the Lieutenants on the Active List, except that 
they must be above 40 years of age. 

(b) Officers who have held Lieutenants’ Commissions on the 
Active List, and retired on account of age or non-service. 
See Articles 71 and 75. 

(c) Officers who have held a Sub-Lieutenants’ Commission on 
the Active List, provided they have served the quali- 
fying time in command of a First Class Ship. See 
Articles 6, 71, and 75. 

(d) Registered owners of sea-going pleasure yachts of 75 tons 
register or upwards who command and act as masters of 
their own yachts. 

(e) Superintendents of Mercantile Marine who have served as 
Masters in the Merchant Service in command of a First 
Class British Ship for not less than one year; on the 
recommendation of the Board of Trade. 

(16.) Honorary Sub-Lieutenants :— 


(a) Officers who have held Sub-Lieutenants’ Commissions on 
the Active List, and retired on account of age or non- 
service. See Articles 71 and 75. 

(6) Deputy Superintendents of Mercantile Marine Offices who 
have served one year or upwards as Chief Mates, or 
who have attained a higher rank in the Merchant 
Service, on the recommendation of the Board of Trade. 

(17.) Honorary Chief Engineers of the Reserve, consisting of 
Officers of the Reserve who have held Commissions as Engineers 
of the Reserve for not less than 10 years. 

(18.) Honorary Paymasters. — Officers of ten years’ combined 
service as Registrar and Deputy Registrar, five years of such service 
to be as Registrar and not less than 30 years of age. 

(19.) Honorary Assistant Paymasters.— Officers of five years 
_ service as Registrar or Deputy Registrar, and not less than 25 years 
of age. 

(20.) The Officers on the Honorary List will not be required to 
undergo drill, nor will they be liable to be called out for active 
service, except in cases of emergency, and not then unless they 
have been at any time on the Active List. 
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(21.) A note will be made in the Navy List against the names 
of Honorary Officers who have previously served on the Active 
List, to distinguish them from Honorary Officers. 

(22.) New Commissions will not be issued to Officers retired 
from the Active List, but notice of retirement will be given. 


V.—Uniform. 


(23.) Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve are to wear the same 
uniform as Officers of corresponding rank in the Royal Navy, with 
the following exceptions, viz.: instead of each stripe of half-inch 
lace round the sleeves of the coats there is to be a stripe, formed of 
two waved lines of quarter-inch gold braid, intersecting each other, 
so as to form bands half-an-inch wide, the blue cloth to show 
between the curves, 

(24.) The buttons to be of the Royal Navy Pattern, with the 
letters “R.N.R.” in Old English character, surmounted by a crown. 

(25.) Instead of the anchor on the epaulettes and shoulder straps 
respectively there is to be a badge, consisting of a silver anchor in 
the centre, surrounded with the words “ Royal Naval Reserve” 
embroidered in gold. 

(26.) Instead of the bullion loop on the cocked hats, the loop to 
be formed of two gold braids, twisted the same as for coat sleeves. 

(27.) Badge for the Cap.—A silver anchor, with the letters 
R.N.R. above it in gold, on a medallion of black velvet, encircled 
by an edging of gold lace, surrounded by a laurel wreath of gold 
embroidery, except at the top, where a crown, embroidered in gold 
and silver, with a crimson velvet centre, is to be placed over the 
medallion. 

(28.) The plate for the sword-belt to be the same as for Officers 
of the Royal Navy, substituting the letters “R.N.R.” for the 
anchor in the centre. 

(29.) The Engineer’s Department are to be distinguished by 
purple velvet stripes, quarter inch wide, between the gold braid 
waved lines round the seelves of the coat. 

(30.) The Paymaster’s Department are to be distinguished by 
white velvet stripes, quarter-inch wide, between the gold braid 
waved lines round the sleeves of the coat. 

(31.) Assistant Paymasters are to wear immediately below the 
one waved line of gold braid round the sleeve of the coat a stripe 
of quarter-inch white velvet. 

(32.) Midshipmen are to wear a double-breasted jacket of blue 
cloth, with the R.N.R. buttons on the breast and cuffs, each row of 
buttons to consist of nine placed in threes. Distinctive marks at 
each end of the collar to bea button-hole of blue twist with R.N.R. 
buttons. Trousers to be of blue cloth; waistcoat to be of white 
or blue cloth, or kerseymere, single breasted, with small R.N.R. 
buttons ; cap, the ordinary uniform cap with the R.N.R. badge; 
no belt to be worn, and no sword or dirk allowed. — 


VI.— Service in the Royal Navy when called out by Royal 
Proclamation. 


(33.) Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve will be called out for 
actual service by Royal Proclamation, and they will be liable to serve 
during the continuance of any national emergency or until they 
may be regularly discharged by the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty.

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(34.) Upon the issue of a Royal Proclamation, signifying Her 
Majesty’s pleasure to require the Officers of the Royal Naval 
Reserve to serve in the Navy, the Admiralty will take immediate 
steps to make the same known, and will give notice to each Officer 
whom they may think fit to call upon to join at a place and time 
to be fixed by such notice. 

(35.) Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve, when called upon for 
active service or employed in the Fleet, will be attached to such 
Ship or other service as the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty 
may direct. 


Vil. —Voluntary Service and Training in the Royal Navy. 


(36.) The Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty will consider 
applications from Officers who, in addition to their Annual Drill, 
volunteer for temporary Service in the Royal Navy, either for some 
special duty, such as a cruise in an Exercising Squadron, or for a 
course of instruction in Gunnery or Torpedo on board one of 
the Gunnery or Torpedo School Ships. All applications for 
voluntary service must be made through the Registrar General of 
Seamen. | 

(37.) Applications will also be considered from Officers who 
wish to volunteer to go through a Naval training in Navigating or 
other duties in the Fleet for a period of 12 months. 

Officers must obtain the Test Certificate in Gunnery on board a 
District Drill Ship, before they can be permitted to volunteer for 
service under the two preceding clauses. 

(38.) At the expiration of the 12 months’ training in the Royal 
Navy, provided the Officers have given general satisfaction as 
regards conduct and proficiency in Gunnery and Torpedo or Navi- 
gating duties, they will be granted Certificates and will become 
entitled to Annual Retaining Fees, viz :— 

Lieutenant at the rate of £25 a-year. 
Sub-Lieutenants at the rate of £20 a-year. 

(39.) These Annual Retaining Fees will be paid so long as 
Officers remain on the Active List, and will be paid to them by the 
Board of Trade under a Certificate from the Registrar General of 
Seamen, after completing their seven days’ Annual Test Drill, and 
only then. The first payment will be made on receiving the 
certificate for Naval training. 

(40.) Certificates for Naval training will be givenin duplicate, one 
copy of which the Officer is to transmit to the Registrar General of 
Seamen. 

(41.) Officers whilst embarked for voluntary service, or for Naval 
training, will be subject to the Naval Discipline Act, and when so 
serving will be considered for the purposes of that Act in all 
ressects a8 Officers of Her Majesty’s Ships. 


VIII.—Promotion. 


(42.) Officers of the lower ranks on the Active List will, if 
qualified by the Regulations, be eligible for promotion to the 
higher ranks, at the discretion of the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty. 

(43.) Officers who, when in actual service in the Fleet, shall have 
greatly distinguished themselves in action with the enemy or who 
may, by the character or length of that service, obtain the special 
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approbation of the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty will be 
eligible to receive Commissions as Officers in the Royal Navy of 
the same grade as that with which they may rank at the time. 
They will then be considered in all respects as Officers on the 
permanent strength of the Navy. 

(44.) Officers when employed in the Fleet, whether on voluntary 
service in time of peace or when called out by Royal Proclamation, 
may, with the consent of the Lords Commissioners of Her Majesty’s 
Treasury, be granted temporary acting appointments in ranks 
higher than those held by them in the Reserve, or higher than 
those for which they are eligible at the time under the Regulations, 
t.€.,a Sub-Lieutenant may be appointed Acting Lieutenant and a 
Midshipman as Acting Sub-Lieutenant, and the Acting Officers 
shall be entitled to the rank and other privileges of their corres- 
ponding ranks in the Royal Navy. Such acting appointments 
shall cease at the pleasure of the Lords Commissioners of the 
Admiralty, and the Officers will then revert to their original rank 
on the list. 

(45.) A Sub-Lieutenant who has served one year in Command of 
a British Steam Ship of 1,500 tons or a Sailing Ship of 1,000 tons 
gross tonnage, and undergone 12 months’ training in the Royal 
Navy in the rank of Sub-Lieutenant, will be eligible for a 
Lieutenant’s Commission in the Royal Naval Reserve, provided he 
has received the qualifying Certificate for his training. 

A Sub-Lieutenant who has not received the Certificate for naval 
training will not be eligible for promotion to Lieutenant until he 
possesses the qualifications required by Article 6. 

(46.) A Midshipman who has served six years in the Royal Naval 
Reserve and obtained a Master’s or First Mate’s Certificate of 
competency under the Merchant Shipping Acts, and undergone 
12 months’ training in the Royal Navy, will be eligible for a Sub- 
Sieutenant’s Commission, provided he has received the qualifying 
Certificate for his training. 

(47.) Midshipmen who have not undergone the 12 months 
training in the Royal Navy, but who can produce the Board of 
Trade Provisional Certificate of Competency as Chief Mate, and 
who possess a Test Certificate in Gunnery, shall, after six years in 
the Royal Naval Reserve, be granted Commissions as acting Sub- 
Lieutenants, to be confirmed at the discretion of the Lords Com- 
missioners of the Admiralty on attaining the superior qualifications 
required for the rank of Sub-Lieutenant under Article 7 of these 
Regulations. 

IX.—Honours and Distinctions. 


(48.) Officers of the Reserve who shall have displayed zeal in 
promoting the efficiency of the Reserve will be favourably 
considered for promotion, either on the Active List or with retired 
rank when placed on the Honorary List. 

(49.) Officers who, whilst on actual service, shall have been 
employed in action with the enemy, may be granted Medals and 
Decorations the same as awarded to Officers of their corresponding 
rank in the Royal Navy. 

X.—Drill. 


(50.) Officers on the Active List of the Royal Naval -Reserve 
(except Engineers) will be required to undergo in each year a 
course of 28 days’ drill and gunnery instruction on board one of 
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the District Drill Ships, or, if absent from the United Kingdom 
above a year and unable to take their drill on board a Drill Ship, 
they may perform it on board one of Her Majesty’s Ships abroad 
having a Gunnery Lieutenant. 

(51.) On a special report being made to the Admiral Superinten- 
dent of Naval Reserves by the Officer superintending the drill to 
the effect that an Officer is competent to instruct and drill men of 
the Reserve, then such Officer will only be required to undergo 
seven days’ test drill each year, and if such test drill is performed 
to the satisfaction of the Superintending Officer the further 21 days 
will be dispensed with ; but if the seven days’ test drill is not 
satisfactory, the further 21 days’ drill must be performed. 

(52.) Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve should, if possible, 
take their drill in 28 consecutive days. If, however, they cannot 
do so, it may be taken in periods of not less than seven days each, 
but 28 days’ drill must be completed in each year. 

(53.) Officers of the Reserve will, when they wish to attend at 
drill, proceed to the district or Drill Ship at one of the ports named 
below, and produce their commissions or appointments to the 
Commanding Officer. They are not required to apply previously 
at any Mercantile Marine Office. 

(54.) Officers can attend drill on board any of the District Drill 
Ships at the following ports :—Aberdeen; Bantry; Ireland; Bristol ; 
Dundee; Greenock; Harwich; Holyhead; Hull; Inverness (sum- 
mermonths only); Kingstown, Ireland; Leith ; Liverpool ; London, 
W.I. Docks ; Portland; Shields ; Southampton ; and Sunderland, 
see Map annexed to these Regulations. 

(55.) When it may not be convenient for officers to proceed to a 
distance to attend drill on board one of the District Drill Ships, 
they may be allowed to perform their drill at one of the shore 
Royal Naval Reserve Batteries, permission being first obtained in 
writing from the Admiral Superintendent of Naval Reserves, see 
Map annexed to these Regulations. 

(56.) The drill will comprise heavy gun, rifle, pistol, and cutlass 
exercises. 

(57.) Officers who are in arrears of drill, owing to their absence 
from the United Kingdom, will be permitted to make good one 
year’s arrears. They may also take drill for the current year, and 
if the Ships to which they belong are going abroad they may take 
one year’s drill in advance before leaving England. 

(58.) The rules laid down with regard to the drill required of 
Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve may be relaxed in such cases 
as may seem requisite to the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty, 
on special application being made through the Board of Trade and 
Admiral Superintendent of Naval Reserves. 


XI.—Pay and Allowances. 


(59.) Officers of the Reserve when called out by Royal Proclama- 
tion for active service in the Royal Navy will receive the same pay 
and allowances and share in prize money with Officers of the 
corresponding rank in the Royal Navy ; and they will, whilst on 
service, be treated in the same manner in every respect. 

Officers of the Engineer’s Department will receive special rates 
of pay, Viz. :— | 

Engineers - - - - 12s. a day or 2197. for 365 days. 

Assistant Engineer - - 98s. ys, 1642. 5s. i. 
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Midshipmen will receive the rate of pay formerly allowed to 
Navigating Midshipmen, viz.:— 
Midshipmen under 17 years 
ofage - - - - 3s. a day or 541. 15s. for 365 days. 
Midshipmen above 17 years 
of age, and of two years’ 
seniority- - - - 4. ~~, 731. ” 
(60.) Officers will, when called out for actual service in the Royal 
Navy, be granted allowances for equipment at the following rates :— 


Lieutenants - - - - - - - £40 
Sub-Lieutenants- - : - - - - 30 
Engineers and Assistant Engineers’ - - - 30 
Midshipmen~ - - - - - - - 20 


Officers who volunteer for 12 months’ naval training under 
Article 37 will be granted half these allowances for equipment. 

(61.) Officers while undergoing voluntary service or training in 
the Royal Navy under Articles 36 and 37 will receive the same 
rate of pay and allowances as if called out by Royal Proclamation. 

(62.) Officers who have been granted acting appointments to 
higher rank when serving in the Fleet, shall receive the pay and 
allowances attached to the superior rank, so long as they hold the 
acting appointments. : 

(63.) Officers who are in possession of the Certificate for Naval 
Training as qualifying them for navigating duties shall, when 
employed in the Fleet, receive navigating allowances in addition 
to their pay, at the following rates, viz.:—

(64.) Officers who have not undergone the 12 months’ naval 
training, but who are selected for navigating duties, will receive 
extra pay at the rate of 4s. and 2s. 6d. a day. To qualify a 
Lieutenant for the higher rate of 4s. a day he must hold an Extra 
Master’s Certificate, and produce a certificate from the Registrar 
General of Seamen to the effect that he has, as Master or First or 
Second Mate, or partly as one and partly as the other, been 
responsible for the navigation of a Steam Ship of more than 1,500 
tons, or a Sailing Ship of 1,000 tons gross tonnage for a period of 
at least three years, and that he has never, during the time he has 
held a Certificate of Competency under the Merchant Shipping 
Acts, been found blameable by a Naval or other competent Court 
for any accident to any vessel in which he has served. 

(65.) To qualify a Lieutenant or Sub-Lieutenant for the lower 
rate of 2s. 6d. a day he must possess a Certificate of Competency as 
Master and certificates from the Registrar General of Seamen that 
he has, as Master or as First or Second Mate, or partly as one and 
partly as the other, been responsible for the navigation of a Steam 
Ship of over 1,500 tons, or a Sailing Vessel of 1,000 tons gross tonnage 
- for at least one year, and that he has never, during the time he has 
held any Certificate of Competency under the Merchant Shipping 
Acts, been found blameable by a Naval or other competent Court 
for any accident to any vessel in which he has served. 

(66.) Nothing contained in these Regulations will prevent the 
Admiralty in time of emergency from employing officers on 
navigating or other special duties consistent with their rank who 
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may not be qualified under the conditions required by the 
Regulations if in any special case such employment would appear 
to be to the advantage of the Service ; and in all such cases the 
Officers will receive the emoluments attached to the duties on 
which they may be employed. 

(67.) All Officers called out or undergoing voluntary service or 
training will mess with Officers of their respective ranks in the 
Royal Navy, and will be granted the following allowances as 
contributions towards mess expenses :—

(68.) Cases of Officers of the Royal Naval Reserve who receive 
hurts or wounds in the Service are provided for under the Regula- 
tions for pensions, Article 72, but those Officers who contract 
illness whilst serving in the Royal Navy shall receive pay and 
allowances up to the time of their discharge, or if abroad until 
their arrival in England. 

Should their cases require hospital treatment on arrival in 
England they will be received into a Naval Hospital, and be con- 
tinued on pay and allowances so long as the Inspector General of 
the Hospital considers the Officers are unable to contribute towards 
their own support, or until they are discharged or granted pensions 
or gratuities under Article 79. 

(69.) Officers whilst attending annual drill on board a District 
Dill Ship will live on shore, and receive the following allowance 
in lieu of lodging and subsistence, viz.:—

These sums will be paid to tein on the completion of each 
week’s drill by the Paymaster of the Drill Ship. 


XII.— Retirement and Removal. 


(70.) Officers on the Active List of the Royal Naval Reserve, 
when not called out, will be permitted totender the Resignation of 
their Commissions or appointments at the discretion of the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty. Applications to resign should 
be addressed to the Registrar General of Seamen. 

(71.) The age for compulsory retirement of Officers of the Royal 
Naval Reserve from the Active List will be— 


Lieutenants - . = ‘ - - 955 
Sub-Lieutenants - . “ - = - 50 
Engineers and Assistant Engineers’ - - 55 


(72.) Officers on retirement from the Active List will be granted 
Honorary Rank at the discretion of the Lords Commissioners of 
the Admiralty. See Articles 42 and 48. 

(73.) An Officer of the Royal Naval Reserve will be liable to 
forfeit his Commission at the discretion of the Lords Commis- 
sioners of the Admiralty for neglect or omission to attend drill, 
for any offence against the rules, discipline, or character of Her 
Majesty's service, or upon his Certificate of Competency under the 
ea an of the “Merchant Shipping Acts” being suspended or 
cance 
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(74.) The names of Officers who fail to attend drill for four 
consecutive years will be removed from the list, unless the Lords 
Commissioners of the Admiralty see fit to dispense with the rule 
as to drill in any particular case. 

(75.) The names of Lieutenants and Sub-Lieutenants who have 
withdrawn from the Mercantile Marine, and given up the sea 
service as a profession, will be at the expiration of four years from 
the date of their last employment at sea be removed from the 
list, but the Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty may at their 
discretion grant Honorary Rank to such Officers, having regard to 
the length of their service, and any special claims. 

(76.) The names of Midshipmen who have given up the sea 
service will be removed from the list after three years from the 
date of their last employment at sea. 

(77.) The names of Midshipmen who fail to obtain the Acting 
Sub-Lieutenant’s Commission, referred to in Article 47, before 
attaining nine years’ seniority are to be removed from the list. 

(78.) The Acting Sub-Lieutenant’s Commission, referred to in 
Article 47, is not to be held for a period exceeding five years. The 
names of Officers failing to become within this period qualified 
for confirmation will be removed from the list. 


XIII.— Pensions. 


(79.) Officers who may receive hurts or wounds whilst on active 
service in the Royal Navy or whilst undergoing drill will receive 
the same pensions and allowances to which Officers in the Royal 
Navy would be entitled under similar circumstances. 

(80.) Officers while holding acting employments of higher rank 
will receive all the advantages attached to the superior rank in 
cases of hurts and wounds. 

(81.) Widows and children (if any) of Officers who, whilst on 
actual service, may be killed in action, or die from accident 
resulting from the performance of their duty, will receive the same 
pensions as the widows of Naval Officers of corresponding rank 
would be entitled to under similar circumstances. 


X1V.— Warrant to fly the Blue Ensign. 


(82.) Officers desirous of obtaining the Admiralty warrant to fly 
the Blue Ensign on board Merchant Ships will apply to the 
Registrar of Naval Reserve at any Mercantile Marine Office in the 
United Kingdom for Form R.V. 40, which, when complete, will be 
forwarded to the Registrar General of Seamen. 

The Warrant will be issued under the following conditions, viz.:— 

(83.) The Ship on board which the flag is to be worn must be 
commanded by an Officer holding a Commission in the Royal 
Naval Reserve. Ten of the crew must be members of the Reserve, 
and the Warrant must be produced at the desire of the Commanding 
Officer of any one of Her Majesty’s Ships, or of any British Consul 
and Customs Officer of a British possession abroad. 


XV.—Crews of Hired Vessels. 


The Lords Commissioners of the Admiralty have power to grant 
temporary acting commissions and acting appointments in the 
Royal Naval Reserve to Officers who volunteer to serve in hired 
vessels in time of emergency or otherwise. A separate code of 
regulations has been prepared to provide for such cases. 
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Repeal. 


All Rules, Orders, and Regulations made in pursuance of the Act 
26 & 27 Vict., cap. 69, shall be repealed from the date when these 
Regulations come into operation ; but this repeal shall not affect 
the validity of anything already done, or any right, title, obligation, 
or liability already accrued thereunder.

GREENWICH HOSPITAL ALLOWANCES TO WIVES, &c. 
OF PENSIONERS ADMITTED TO NAVAL HOSPITALS. 


WHEREAS we consider that the present system of granting a 
uniform rate of money allowance from the funds of Greenwich 
Hospital to the wives and famllies of Naval Pensioners admitted 
into Naval Hospitals or Infirmaries under the regulations defining 
their claims to the benefits of Greenwich Hospital does not meet 
the requirements of the more deserving cases of pensioners with 
long service. 

We beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty may be graciously 
pleased by Your Order in Council to authorize the substitution of 
the following scale for that laid down in the Regulations and 
Instructions for the government of Your Majesty’s Naval Service 
sanctioned by Your Majesty’s Order in Council, dated the 4th day 
of February, 1879, the provisions whereof were extended by Your 
Majesty’s Order in Council, dated the 8th day of March, 1886, to 
the wives and families of pensioners, eligible for the benefits of 
Greenwich Hospital, where inmates of Lunatic Asylumg supported 
at the public expense,—

Pensioners admitted as permanent inmates and having wives or 
children to receive ls. a week ; if without wives or children 2s. a 
week provided their pensions exceed Is. a day. 

Pensioners admitted for treatment to receive no money allow- 
ance as hitherto.

PROMOTION OF RETIRED REAR ADMIRALS TO 
ADMIRALS.

ALLOWANCES TO HEAD SCHOOLMASTERS IN TRAINING, 
GUNNERY, AND SCHOOL SHIPS. 


WHEREAS by the Regulations (Appendix XXI), for the governance 
of Your Majesty’s Naval Service, established under Your Majesty’s 
Order in Council of the 4th day of February, 1880, the allowance 
of 201. a year, payable to men in Your Majesty’s Naval Service, 
holding the rating of Head Schoolmaster, is restricted to the 
“ Training Ships and two Gunnery Ships,” and Whereas We are of 
opinion that we should possess the same power with reference to 
this rating as we hold under Article 3 of the present Regulations 
in respect to all other ranks and ratings in Your Majesty’s Navy. 

We would humbly submit that Your Majesty will be graciously 
pleased, by your Order in Council, to sanction the removal of the 
restriction above referred to, so as to permit of the payment of the 
Allowance in question to all Head Schoolmasters in Training, 
Gunnery, and School Ships.

ALLOWANCES TO FOREMAN OF WORKS; R.M. NON-COM- 
MISSIONED OFFICER IN CHARGE OF ARTIFICERS, 
AND ADDITIONAL MARINE ARMOURER AT THE 
R.M. DIVISIONS. | 


WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your Order in 
Council, dated 31st December, 1883, to sanction payment of extra 
pay from one shilling and sixpence to two shillings a day to the 
Foreman of Works and to the Non-Commissioned Officer in charge 
of the working party at the several Royal Marine Divisions and at 
the Royal Marine Depot. 
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And Whereas We now consider it to be advisable that, in lieu of 
the foregoing arrangement, general provision should be made for 
the employment at the Royal Marine Divisions and Depot of either 
a “ Foreman of Works” or a “ Non-Comumissioned Officer in charge 
of Artificers,” according to local requirements, with such extra 
allowances ranging from one shilling and sixpence to two shillings 
and sixpence a day as may be approved by us; in order that we 
may have the power of adequately remunerating exceptional merit. 

And whereas, further, it has been found necessary, for the 
efficient performance of requisite duties in the Gun Drill Batteries 
at the four Royal Marine Divisions, to appoint to each Division an 
Additional Marine Armourer, to whom in our opinion extra pay at 
the rate of sixpence per working day should be granted. 

We do therefore beg leave to recommend that Your Majesty will 
be graciously pleased by Your Order in Council to confine the issue 
of these allowances.

COMPASSIONATE ALLOWANCES TO CHILDREN OF 
DECEASED NAVAL AND MARINE OFFICERS. 


Assimilation of Practice of Navy to that of the Army. 


WHEREAS in reviewing the practice under which the award of 
Compassionate Allowances to the sons and daughters of deceased 
Officers of the Royal Navy and Marines who, although over the 
prescribed age are incapable through infirmity of earning a living, 
it appears that the circumstances under which the awards are made, 
differ from those laid down for the Award to sons and daughters 
of deceased Army Officers. 

We do, therefore, humbly submit that Your Majesty may be 
_ pleased by Your Majesty’s Order in Council to sanction the assimila- 
tion of the practice of the Navy to that of the Army, whereby the 
grant will be made in those special cases where the sons and 
daughters of Officers who were not in receipt of Allowances when 
under age are rendered incapable of making adequate exertion 
for their own support through infirmity, dating from a period 
before the father’s death, and before the sons or daughters reach 
the age at which, in ordinary circumstances, compassionate allow- 
ances would cease.

Naval Schoolmasters will be allowed to serve, instead of 
being pensioned, after completing time for pension, 
provided they are fit and re-engage. 


These re-engagements, excepting that preceding compulsory 
discharge, must be for not less than five years, and service under 
them will be allowed up to the age of 5d. 

They will receive an addition of 6d. a-day to their pay, and 
will be allowed to reckon the time so served for increase of pension 
and also for Good Conduct Medal and Gratuity under the usual 
regulations of the Service as regards Continuous Service Men.

PRIZE PROCLAMATION IN LIEU OF THAT DATED 
16TH MAY, 1871. 


WHEREAS Your Majesty was graciously pleased by Your Royal 
Proclamation of the sixteenth day of May, 1871, to regulate 
according to the scheme set forth therein or recognized thereby, 
the distribution of the net proceeds of Prizes captured from the 
Enemy, of Captures and Seizures under the several Acts of Parlia- 
ment passed relating to the Revenues of Customs, and to Trade 
and Navigation, for the abolition of the Slave Trade, for the capture 
and destruction of Pirates and Piratical Vessels, and of the Rewards 
conferred for the same, as also, of the awards for all Salvage granted 
to the Crews of Your Majesty’s Ships and Vessels of War, when 
not otherwise specially apportioned by the terms of the respective 
Awards and Allowances. 

And Whereas We are of opinion that certain alterations in the 
appointment and classification of the Shares are desirable, con- 
sequent on the re-adjustment of the relative rank of the auiitory 
and Civil Branches of Your Majesty’s Navy. 
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And also that it is expedient that specific provisions should be 
made for the classification of Officers, Seamen, Marines, Soldiers, 
and others holding acting appointments, in the appointment of 
such net proceeds and Salvage, and other like Awards and Allow- 
ances; as well as for persons temporarily employed in Your 
Majesty's Navy; 

We humbly beg to recommend that Your Majesty would be 
graciously pleased, by Your Order in Council to amend the above- 
mentioned Proclamation from and after the thirtieth day of 
September next; and to direct that the Proclamation transmitted 
herewith for Your Majesty’s gracious approval be substituted in 
lieu thereof.

WHEREAS by Our Order in Council of this Day’s Date, We were 
graciously pleased to annul, from and after the thirtieth day of 
September next, Our Royal Proclamation of the Sixteenth Day of 
May, One thousand eight hundred and seventy-one, regulating, 
according to the Scheme set forth therein or recognized thereby, 
the Distribution of the net Proceeds of Prizes captured from the 
Enemy, of Captures and Seizures under the several Acts of Parlia- 
ment passed relating to the Revenues of Customs, and to Trade 
and Navigation, for the Abolition of the Slave Trade, for the 
Capture and Destruction of Pirates and Piratical Vessels, and of 
the Rewards conferred for the same, as also of the Awards for all 
Salvage granted to the Crews of our Ships and Vessels of War, 
when not otherwise specially apportioned by the Terms of the 
respective Awards and Allowances, and in consequence of certain 
Alterations in the Apportionment and Classification of the Shares 
being desirable, it is expedient that Provision should be made for 
the future Distribution of such net Proceeds and Salvage not 
otherwise specially apportioned, and all other Moneys whatsoever 
granted to be shared among the Officers and Crews of Our Ships 
and Vessels in the Manner of Prize Money. 

We do, therefore, now make known to all Our loving Subjects, 
and to all others whom it may concern, by this Our Proclamation, 
by and with the Advice of Our Privy Council, that Our Royal Will 
and Pleasure is, and We do hereby direct, that Ships or Vessels 
being in sight of a Prize, as also of the Captor, under circumstances 
to cause intimidation to the Prize and encouragement to the Captor, 
shall be alone entitled to share as joint Captors, and that the distri- 
bution of all such net proceeds of Prizes, Rewards, Allowances, 
Salvage Awards, and of all Bounties and Grants whatsoever dis- 
tributable to Our Royal Navy in the manner of Prize Money, shall 
be made as follows, viz.:— 


That the Flag Officer or Officers shall have One Thirtieth Part 
of the whole net Proceeds arising from Prizes captured from 
the enemy, and from all other Captures and Seizures, &c., as 
aforesaid, made by any of the Ships or Vessels under his or 
their command, and of the Rewards conferred for the same, 
according to the following Conditions and Modifications, save 
and except as hereinafter provided and directed, that is to say, 
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When there is but one Flag Officer he shall have the entire 
One Thirtieth Part; when two Flag Officers shall be 
sharing together, the Chief shall have Two-thirds, and the 
other Flag Officer shall have the remaining One-third of 
the One-Thirtieth Part; and when there shall be more 
than two Flag Officers, the Chief shall have One-half of 
the said One-Thirtieth Part, and the remaining half shall 
be equally divided among the junior Flag Officers; 
Commodores of the First Class and Captains of the Fleet 
to share as Flag Officers: Provided always, that no Flag 
Officer, unless actually on board any of Our Ships or Vessels 
of War, and at the actual taking, sinking, burning, or other- 
wise destroying any Ship or Ships of War, Privateer or 
Privateers belonging to the enemy, shall share in the dis- 
tribution of any Head Money or Bounty Money granted 
as a Reward for the taking, sinking, burning, or otherwise 
destroying any such Ship or Vessel of the Enemy. 

That no Flag Officer, unless actually present at the Capture or 
Destruction of any Pirates or Piratical Ship, Vessel, or Boat, 
shall share in any Distribution of the Proceeds or Bounty in 
respect of such Pirates, or of the Crews of such Piratical Ship, 
Vessel, or Boat. 

That no Flag Officer shall share in any Remuneration or Reward 
conferred or awarded to the Crew of any of Our Ships or 
Vessels as Salvage, unless he shall have been actually on board 
the Ship or Vessel to which the Award shall be made, or have 
personally aided and assisted in the transaction at the time the 
Service was rendered. 

That no Flag Officer commanding in any Port in the United 
Kingdom shall share in the proceeds of any Prize captured 
from the Enemy, or in other Captures, Seizures, Rewards, or 
any distributive proceeds as aforesaid, made by any Ships or 
Vessels which shall sail from or leave such Port by Order of 
the Lord High Admiral, or of Our Commissioners for executing 
the Office of Lord High Admiral. 

That when Ships or Vessels under the Command of several Flag 
Officers belonging to separate Stations, shall be joint Captors, 
&c., each Flag Officer shall receive a proportion of the One- 
Thirtieth Part according to the number of Officers and Men 
present under the command of each such Flag Officer; and 
when Ships or Vessels under Orders from the Lord High 
Admiral or from Our Commissioners for executing the Office 
of Lord High Admiral, are joint Captors, &c., with other Ships 
or Vessels under a Flag or Flags, the like Regulations as to the 
Apportionment of the Flag Share to the Flag Officer or Officers 
are to be observed. 

With reference to Flag Officers it is to be noted :— 

That when an inferior Flag Officer is sent to reinforce a superior 
Officer on any Station, the superior Flag Officer shall not share in 
any Prize taken by the inferior Flag Officer before he has arrived 
within the limits of that Station, unless the inferior Officer shall 
have received some Order directly from, and shall be acting in 
execution of some Order issued by such superior Flag Officer. 

No chief Flag Officer quitting any Station, except upon some 
definite urgent Service, and with the intention of returning to the 
Station as soon as such Service is performed, shall share in any 
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Prize taken by our Ships or Vessels left behind after he has passed 
the limits of the Station, or after he has surrendered the command 
to another Flag Officer appointed by the Admiralty to command’ 
in chief upon such Station. 

An inferior Flag Officer quitting any Station (except when 
detached by Orders from his Commander-in-Chief upon a special 
Service, accompanied with Orders to return to such Station as soon 
as the Service has been performed), shall have no Share in Prizes 
taken by the Ships and Vessels remaining on the Station after he 
has passed the limits thereof. 

In like manner, Flag Officers remaining on such Station shall not 
share in the Prizes taken by such inferior Officer, or by Ships or 
Vessels under his immediate command, after he has quitied the 
limits of the Station, except he has been detached as aforesaid. 

A Commander-in-Chief or other Flag Officer belonging to any 
Station shall not share in any Prize or Prizes taken out of the 
limits of that Station by any Ship or Vessel under the Command 
of a Flag Officer of any other Station, or under Orders from Our 
Commissioners of the Admiralty, unless such Commander-in- 
Chief or Flag Officer is expressly authorised by Our said Com- 
missioners to take the Command of that Station in which the 
Prize or Prizes is or are taken, and shall actually have taken 
upon him such Command. 

Every Commodore having a Captain under him shall be esteemed 
a Flag Officer with respect to the Thirtieth Part of Prizes taken, 
whether he be Commanding-in-Chief or serving under Command. 

Any Officer on board any of Our Ships of War at the time of 
capturing any Prize or Prizes who shall have more Commissions 
than one, shall be entitled only to share in such Prize or Prizes 
according to the Share allotted to him by the above-mentioned 
distribution in respect to his Superior Commission or Office. 

And with reference to these Regulations it is to be noted, that a 
Captain, Commander, or other Commanding Officer of a Ship or 
Vessel shall be deemed to be under the Command of a Flag when 
he shall actually have received some Order from, or be acting in 
the execution of some Order issued by a Flag Officer, whether he 
be or be not within the limits of the Station of such Flag Officer ; 
and in the event of his being directed to join a Flag Officer on any 
Station, he shall be deemed to be under the Command of such 
Flag Officer from the time when he arrives within the limits of 
the Station, which circumstance is always to be carefully noted in 
the Log Book; and it shall be considered that he continues under 
the Flag Officer of such Station until he shall have received some 
Order directly from, or be acting in the execution of some Order 
issued by some, other Flag Officer duly authorised, or by the Lord 
High Admiral, or Our Commissioners for executing the Office of 
Lord High Admiral.

And in order that Our Royal Intentions herein may be duly 
carried into effect, We further direct that when any Capture or 
Seizure is made, or Service performed for which a distributable 
Grant or Reward is to be made, or is expected to be conferred or 
awarded to any of Our Ships or Vessels of War, the Captain or 
Commanding Officer shall transmit or cause to be transmitted, 
as soon as may be, to the Secretary of the Admiralty, a true and 
perfect List of all the Officers, Seamen, Marines, Soldiers, and others 
who were actually on board on the Occasion, with a Notation 
thereon, stating whether any other of Our Ships or Vessels were in 
sight at the Time of the Capture, accompanied by a separate List 
containing the Names of those belonging tothe Crew who wereabsent 
on Duty or otherwise at the time, specifying the cause of suchabsence 
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each List to contain the Quality of the Service of each Person, with 
their several Ratings, to be subscribed by the Captain or Command- 
ing Officer, and Three or more of the Chief Officers on board. 

And when the List of those actually on board, with the separate 
List of Persons absent, though belonging to the Ship or Vessel, 
shall have been verified on Examination with the Ship’s Books 
lodged as Official Records, the Accountant-General of our Navy 
and Comptroller of Navy Pay shall grant a Certificate that such 
Lists are correct or have been corrected, as occasion may require, 
in order that Distribution of the respective Prize or other Proceeds 
payable as Prize or Salvage Money may be duly made in the 
Department of the Accountant-General of Our Navy and 
Comptroller of Navy Pay. 

And in the Distribution of such Prize, or other proceeds payable 
as Prize and Salvage Money, We hereby direct that all Officers, 
Seamen, Marines, Soldiers and Others, holding Acting Appoint- 
ments superior to their Substantive Ranks or Ratings, and who 
are in receipt of the Pay of such Acting Appointment, shall share 
in the Classes to which the Ranks and Ratings in which they are 
acting may belong: and further, that all Persons temporarily 
employed in Our Navy shall share in the Classes to which the Ranks 
and Ratings to which they are temporarily appointed may belong. 

And in the event of Difficulty arising with respect to any of the 
Regulations hereby ordered, or if any Case should occur not herein 
provided for, or not sufficiently provided for, We are pleased 
hereby to authorise the Lord High Admiral, or Our Commissioners 
for executing the Office of Lord High Admiral for the Time being, 
to issue such Directions thereupon as may appear just and 
expedient ; which Directions shall have the same Force and Effect 
as if specially provided for in this Our Royal Proclamation: Pro- 
vided always, that the Distribution hereinbefore ordered shall 
take effect only with respect to the Proceeds of Captures, Seizures, 
and Services as aforesaid, which shall be made and performed on 
and after the first day of October, One thousand eight hundred and 
eighty-six; and that the Proceeds arising from all Captures, 
Seizures, and Services as aforesaid, made or performed prior to 
that Date, shall be distributed in accordance with any Proclamation 
or Proclamations now in force, or in force at the time of such 
Captures, Seizures, or Services respectively and applicable thereto, 
which We are pleased hereby to direct accordingly.

MARRIAGE AFTER RETIREMENT. INELIGIBILITY OF 
WIDOWS AND CHILDREN FOR PENSION. 


WHEREAS We have had under our consideration the question of 
continuing to grant Pensions to the Widows of Officers of Your 
Majesty’s Navy, and Compassionate Allowances to their Children, 
in cases in which the marriages take place after the retirement of 
the Officers from the Active List. 

And Whereas We are of opinion that the Regulations in regard 
to the privileges in question should be modified.
